THE ASPIRANTS WANT TO BE SUPERIOR 
TO SECRETARY AND PRESIDENT— 

WoRKING FOR PARTY USES. 


WASHING7ON, Sept. 17.—The fact that the 
Pension Office isa bureau of the Interior De- 
partment and the Commissioner of Pensions 
subject to the control of the Secretary of that 
department does not suit the men who want to 
ran the pension business according to their 
own notions, This is understood to have been 
a weighty consideration with Major Warner in 
bringing him to refuse the office. District 
Attorney Bliss of St. Louis says he served 
under Judges Novle, now Secretary of the I[n- 
terior, and knows thatitisu elessfor any man 
to try to get along with Noble unile:s he is 
willing to ve wholly subservient to him, of- 
ficially and personally. Warner, he says, found 
that out in time and wisely deciined to take 
Tanner's place. 

Gen. George 8. Merrill of Massachusetts, who 
has return: d to Washington andis reputed to 
be the President's second choice from among 
the ex-Commanders of the Grand Army, 1s 
quoted as saying that, since he has learned that 
the Commissioner of Pensions is necessarily 
only a kind of head clerkship for the Pension 
Bureau, the office is not so attractive as it ap- 
peared to be. Still, the General left the im- 


pression that he might be induced to accept the 
appointment. His objection is not to Secretary 
Noble as a superior officer, but to the subordi- 
nate nature of the office of Commissioner. All of 
the professional friends of the pension claim- 
ants talx in the same way about this. 


The Administration is working the General 
Land Office to its utmost capacity to win favor 
for the Republican Party in Washington, Mon- 


tana, aid North and South Dakota il the com- 
ing elections. The entire force of the office 
has been at work for about seven weeks upon 
claims situated in those Territories, and no 
patents have beeo granted for lands in any 
other Territories, except a few which favored 
attorneys have caused to be made special. 
From March 26, 1885, to Nov. 18,1887, Com- 
-mnissioner Sparks issued about 69,000 patents, 
or aD average of 503 per week. Commissioner 
Stockslager issued about 90,000 patents from 
Nov. 18, 1887, to May 15, 1888, an average of 
about 1,124 per week. 

The Republican Acting Commissioner Stone 
bas issued from May 15 up to last Saturaay 
nearly 40,000 patents, or twice as many as 
Commissioner Sparks did during his first year, 
or an average of over 2,329.a week. During 
the last seven weeks Commissioner Stone has 
parsed 12,355 claims, and about 2,500 are ‘esti- 
lated to be passed by the.end of this week. 
Many of these cases nave been pending for 
years, and many were proved and patents ap- 
plied tor prior to 1885, when Commissioner 
Sparks issued his famous order suspending final 
action on about 23,000 cases in Utah, Dakota, 
Wyoming, Washington, ‘and Montana Territo- 
ries, aud in part of Minnesota, because there 
Was gvod reason to believe that a largxe propor- 
tion of them were fraudulent. 

‘the Republicans, for the purpose of winning 
votes in tour Lerritories in which elections are 
to be held this Fall have wholly neglected the 
otLer Territories and all the States in which 
public lands are situated, and have already 
cleared the dooket of agricultural lands to date 
in the two Dakotas and of the miueral land 
patente in Montana. Only ‘fifty-three of- the 
suspended cases have been thrown out. These 
were a little too bad even for Commissioner 
Stone to pass. 
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Among the members of the next Congress

The storm at Samoa and condemnations under 
the law forbidding the repair of naval vessels 
when the cost would equal 20 per cent. of the 


cost value have taken five vessels off of the 
efficient list of the navy this year, and thus far 
only one cruiser, the Yorktown, has been added 
to the list. Mr. Whitney’s work in building up 
the navy is pearing fruit, however, and three 
moore vessels, the Baitimore, Charleston, 
and Petrel, are now awaiting acceptance 
by Secretary Tracy, and will no doubt 
be under the flag before another month. Then 
in a few months more they will be followed by 
the Concord and Bennington, cruising gunboats 
of the Yorktown class, making, with the Roach 
vessels—Chicago, Atlanta, Boston, and Dolphin 
—ten modern vessels in the navy. That is 
about all that can be expected during the pres- 
ent year, but in the next year the Philadelphia, 
Newark, and San Francisco will be coming on, 
giving quite a respectable fleet of first-class 
oruisers, 

The result of the Baltimore’s trial was even 
better than was expected at the department 
and makes her the titird fastest naval cruiser in 
the world. The new Italian cruiser, Piemonte, 
which was built with the express idea of get- 
civug the most speed out of the least displace- 
ment, and which carries 12.64 horse power in 
2,500 tons displacement, st 8 at the top of 
she list, wita @ speed of 22.3 knots on the 
Measured mile, Then comes the Reina Regente 
of the Spanish Navy, with 4,900 tons displace- 
ment aud 11,500 horse power, and a speed of 
20.6 kaots on a four hour’ rua. 

The result of the Baltimore's trial gives naval 
enxipeers reliable data, from v hich they draw 
some Very interesting conclusions as to what is 
to be expected from the other ships now build- 
jng, and which tend to show that the Balti- 
more’s speed will be exceeded by the Philadel- 
phia and the San Francisco. In the case of the 
former Vessels,{he has practically the same hall 
as the Baltimore except that she does not have 
as imuch displacement, and consequently less 
draucht by some inches. Her engines are be- 
ing built on the designs of orace Sea, 
who was until recently the chief engineer 
at the Cramps yard in Philadelyhia. They are 
sup to be much better than the Baltimore’s 
engines and are expected to give .a speed in the 
nelghborhood of twenty-one knots, The Union 
fron Yorks expect to get twenty-one kuots out 
pf the San Francisco. This ship will have the 
advantage of having nearly a foot less draught 
than the Baitimore, with more boiler power, 
improved engines, and much finer lines. Her 
bu lders contidently expect her to be the fastest 
ship im the American Navy and the fastest of 
ber class inthe world. 


The naval ordance foundry, at the Washington 
Navy Yaras, bas been having more bad luck. 
In putting one of the hoops on one of the big 


ten-inch guns for the Monitor Miantonomah, 
tlie great steel band was not started on exactly 
itraight, and it impinged against the side of the 
yun before it was placed in position, and, as the 
metal covled, it becume so: firmly shrunk about 
the gun a3 to beimmovahble.

Boston, Sept. 17.—Major Merrill received.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Sept. 17.—Gov. Foraker 
spoke here at the Eighth District Grand Army 
of the Republic Encampment on Saturday.

The speech was reported by a stenographer, 
and now Gov. Foraker has denied the above re: 
‘port, which prominent citizens declare to be 
absolutely correct. Among them is Mayor W. 
R. Burnett. The **obscure member of the Cabi- 
net” is Secretary of the Interior Noble. Henry 
Cc. Noble, a Columbus (Ohio) millionaire, is a 
warm friend of Foraker and an ardent Kepub- 
Hican. He is very influential and Foraker is 
afraid of losing his influence, consequently he 
has made the deniai.

GRUBB AGAINST ABBETT 


JHE EX-WARKIOR CHOSEN 
BY JERSEY REPUBLICANS. 
NOMINATED WHILE THE VETERANS 
SANG “MARCHING THROUGH GEOR- 

GIA”—THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 17.—When the Repub- 
licans awoke this morning it was to tind that 
Gen. Edward Burd Grubb apparently had not 
slept atall, but had sat up all night with his 
very vigorous boom, and had nursed it into a 
condition of. increased vigor. Efforts were 
made during the night to effect a fusion of the 
Kean and Magowan forces and also to induce 
Gen. Sewell to express a liking for one or the 
other of thoss gentleman. But nothing had 
come of these efforts, and little of the trial to 
get a “dark horse.” 

When the convention met at noon it was al- 
most with the conviction that Gen. Grubb was 
to be the nominee. The convention was called to 
order by Chairman Hobart of the State Commit. 
tee, and after prayer J. H. Gaskill of Burliag- 
ton was named for temporary President, an 
honor which he accepted, he said, as a compli 
ment to the younger element in the party. 

The Republican Party, ne went on, crouched 
at the feet of no arrogant power, (meaning the 
liquor dealers,) to which it looked fora dicta- 


tion of its policy. The great question in New- 
Jerwey politics to-day is the liquor question, 

“Ou this the Republican Party takes ad- 
vanced ground,” he said. * We do not, we dare 
not, retreat from our base.. Republicans never 
retreat and never surrender. To-day the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions will.give utterance to 
such @ declaration that every honest, God-fear- 
ing man may tind footing upon it.” He went on 
to make reterénoes to the candidates, eliciting 
enthusiastic appiaise from their friends. The 
ciimax Was cajpped When &® hungry delegate pa- 
thetically askea, (it was 12:30:) “What would 
we do without Grubb?” The preliminary or- 
gabization having veen perfected, a recess was 
taken until 2 P. M. j 

For permanent Chairman Mr. Gaskill had 
been elected, but the State Committee had baun 
persuaded in the morniag to take out Frank O. 
Gole for temporary Chairman and to put Mr. 
Gaskill in hig place. At tae opening of the 
afternoon session Judge Frank Fort of Newark 
was elected Chairman. With very little delay 
the convention ‘went iuto 4 ballot tor Governor, 
preferring that business to action upon the res- 
olutious. ‘ 

Gen. Edward Burd Grubb of Burlington was 
put in nomination in «stirring epecop. by Capt. 
Kirkbride of Burlington. He. said 8 aD eD- 
Ms.ed as a private when a mere lau, was mMus- 
tered in as a Sergeant, and was soon promoied 
to a Lieutensnicy in the Twenty-third New- 
Jersey Regiment, of which he uitinately be- 
canie Colone), and when that regiment served 
out ite term he becamejColone) of the Thirty- 
seventh Kegimeut and served to the end of the 
war, being subsequently brevetted Brigadier 
General by act of Congress. _ If named for Gov- 
ernor, he would surely bear the party standard 
to victory. 

Gen. James F. Rusling of Trenton named ex- 
Mayor Frank &. Magowan as “a steam engine 
incarnate”; ‘“‘a rattling, hustling, rustiing, 
young Irisn-Americun, for whom Mercer would 
give 1,500 to 2,000 majority.”

WOKTHLESS CUUPONS PAID. 


THE FRAUD PRACTICED ON THE LOUISI- 
ANA STATE TREASURY. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 17.—The discovery of the 
fraud upon the State, by which bonds amount- 
ing to some $500,000, supposed to have been 
destroyed according to law many years ago, are 
found to be on the market and in the hands of 
innocent third parties here and abrvad, has 
created much feeling, and State securities have 
fallen neveral points in consequence. The facts 
were communicated to ex-State Treasurer 


Burke, who is now in London placing some Cen- 
tral American mining stock, He promptly an- 
swered by cable: 

“It any loss, every dollar shall be protected. Will 
sail op first possivie steamer to do whatever is 
necessary and right.” 

. Parties connected with htm in the Treasury 
oftice are interested. James Campbell, receiv- 
ing clerk, stated that he obtained the bonds in 
question from M. Debuevt, the Republican 
stace Treasurer, at the time the Governinent 
went into the hands of the Democrats, and 
gave them to Mr. Burke, his ®uccessor, aud bas 
never seen them sinve. They were oydered to 
be destroyed by the convention of 1879. Mr. 
Marshall Stoddard, Major burke’s cbier clerk, 
suid: “ Some of the coupons were presented to 
me along in 1886, and I refused tu pay them.” 
He did not remember who the parties were. 
Alter the question was repeated to him in dit- 
ferent forms Mr. Stoddard recollected that 
Mr. Alfred Jardet, «a New-Orleuns broker, 
presented some ot the coupons to 
him. He had _ not _ noticed hat the 
bouds were null and void, and sent the coupons 
to Major Burke, calling bis uttention to tiem. 
He doves not know what steps Major Burke took 
in the matter. He may have paid some of the 
coupons before tuat time, but he «doves not know 
of having paid any after that time. He went 
out of vifice in July, 18838. 

Coupons were cashed by the Canal and State 
Nationai Bangs here ana Winslow, Lanier & Cu. 
ot New-York. Since the exposure to-day many 
persons have cowe forward and exhibited bonds 
of the lot supposed to have been destroyed 
which they oviained in the course of trade. 
The colored Republican State Treasurer always 
Kept a list of numbers vf bonds and coupons 
haudled. This method was not deemed neces- 
sary by his Democratic successor, henve the 
State casned Over $16,000 worth of coupons 
beivore the accidental discovery of the fraud.

IOWA DEMOCRATIC PLANS 


CANDIDATES 10 BE SELECTED 
TO-DAY. 
TARIFF REFORM AND PROHIBITION AGI- 
TATION EXPECTED TO HKLP THEM 
IN SECURING A VICTORY. 


Sroux City, Iowa, Sept. 17.—When the Demo- 
cratic Stae Committee met recently at Des 

oines, a Sioux City man came insmiling with 
the proxies of the two absentees. As a result 
of that incident, this town got six out of eleven 
votes as the place for holding the, convention, 
and thatis why this town ts overflowing with 
Democrats to-night. 

The convention to-morrow promises to be 
largely attended. The Democrats in lowa this 
year are more hopeful than usual. The Repub- 
lican Party made several blunders in its con- 
vention, notably in the selection of candidates 
and in the platform. ‘he policy of prohibition 
is not working well in the towns and cities, 
throuch the loss of revenue from van- 
ished licenses and the constantly-increasing 
illicit sale of liquor. Attempts to enforce the 
law are often converted into methods, not of 
suppression of sales, but the realization of rev- 
enue by constables and justices. Thus the 
crimjnal expenses have grown, the resources to 


meet them have greatly lessened, and now the 
taxpayer is footing the bills. 

Then there is the tariff question. The farmer 
was told to vote for Harrison, last year, if he 
wanted good prices for crops and the mainten- 
ance of ahome market. He was more easily 
fooled than the laboring mon in the factory 
towns of the East, and voted as he 
was. told. The Lord bas been kinder 
to him | than the Republican Party, 
for he has given the + Iowa = farmer 
bounteous _crops. The party has not kept its 
promise of good prices. Last year oats were 
worth 18 cents; now they are worth 13 cents. 
When the farmer comes home and fumbles 
around in his waiatcoat pocket for the dollar's 
worth of suear which he bought with bis eight 
bushels of vats, the promise of last Fall ia re- 
membered, and the Republican Party doesn’t 
grow in iavor in his eyes. 

When the Republican farmer complains of the 
hizh prices of wheat he bas to buy, there fs 
always a Democrat near to sing, “I told you 
so,” or “It serves you right,” or ** You're get- 
ting what you voted for.”” The reminder is per- 
tinent if uot pleasant,and as a rule there is 
more thinking going on on the tariff question 
to-dav than ever before. 

The Republican Convention recognized this 
and attempted to turn it toward the Republican 
Party by « speciously-rounded plattorm, prom- 
ising protection for the farmer equal with that 
accorded the manufacturer, thus ackuowledg- 
ing the robbery of the past, but promising to 
rob somebody else for the future beneatit of the 
present victims. The plan willscarcely prove 
w@ success. 

The convention to-morrow will. in.ail proba- 
bility, unanimonsly nowinate tor Governor 
Horace Boies of Waterloo aud S&S. L. Biatow of 
Chariton. The former is:2 native of New-York, 
where, in his younger days, he served two terms 
in the Assembly. He is a talented lawyer, a 
fine orator, and a cultured and cultivated ven- 
tleman. He left the Republicae Party in 1882, 
when it espoused the Prohibition cause. 

Mr. Bistow was formerly a Republican, bnt 
was virtually driven ont of the party in 1874 
for exposing, as a member of a legislative in- 
vestiguting committee, the corruptions of a 
penitentiary warden who had swindled the 
State out of over $3,300,000. Quay’s maxim, 
‘Investigate your enemies buc never your 
friends,” had not been uttered then, mt the 
vrinciple of it had already taken deep root in 
the Republican Party in Lowa.

Hill on Giblin’s behalf, and an effort was 
made last night to committ the City Council to 
an indorsement of the movement In Giblin’s 
favor. This was unsuccessful, however, the 
resolution being voted down in the Common 
Council. The majority were free in their ex- 
pressions of sympathy for Giblin, and did not 
question the statement that he bud been un- 
justly condemned, but they thought it would be 
a bad precedent to put the City Government on 
record in the case.

CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—The miserably poor grad- 
ing of current arrivals here of wheatis attract- 
ing widespread attention, and there do not 
appear tou be many persons in the trade who 
can offer a satisfactory explanation of the ex- 
isting state of affairs. Out of 372 cars inspected 
in to-day there were only 7 of the contract 
grade, or less than 2 percent. No one doutts 
the existence of some No.2 wheat in the coun- 
try somewhere, but the question is, when will 1t 
be marketed ? 

At least one line of December shorts was coy- 
ered to-day to the extentof about 250,000 bush- 
els by a house with foreign connections. It was 
said that this buying wus done wholly on the 


inspection showing. Keceipts for to-morrow 
are estimated at 187 cars.

OLAN-NA-GAEHL FUNDS. 


THE SECRETARY OF THE ORGANIZA- 
TION CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 


Cuicaco, Sept. 17.—The Chicago Jimes will 
print to-morrow morning a story which puts m 
explicit form the vague charges current for 
some time concerning misapplication of Clan- 
na-Gael funds by the Secretary of that organ- 
ization, Thomas H. Ronayne of New-York. The 
charges are made in this instance py James 
Tierney of Brooklyn, Treasurer of the Execu- 
tive Board of the order. Under date 
of Sept. 12 Tierney wrote a iletter 
to Dr. P. Curran of this city, Senior Guard- 
jan of Camp Ne. 265 acknowledging the receipt 
of the tities from Camp No. 265 for the May 
term sent to him direct and saying that he Lad 
reveived no percentage fruin Secretary Ronayne 
for the term ending May 31. Tierney says 
Ronayne will turn overto him no money be- 
cause he (Tierney) refused to pay 2a printing 
bill of $1,100 and because he gave $500 to two 
mombers of the Executive Board. 

Dr. Curran presented the letter at a meeting 
of Camp No. 265 Monday evening, and moveu 
that a resolution be adopted denouncing the 
action of the Secretary of the Executlve Board, 
aud calling for an immediate-meeting of the 
Executive Boara to investigate the matter. 
Dr. Curran’s motion was lost, and he then re- 
signed his office of Senior Guardian. 

Quarterly, each camp through the United 
States makes up an account of all moneys com- 
ing into the camp during the term. Ten per 
cent. of that entire amount is laid aside by the 
Treasurer of the camp and in ume turned over 
by him to his Senior Guardian. This tithe of 
all sums receive by the camp is 1m turn forware- 
ed by the Senior Guardians of all the camps to 
the Secretary of the Executive Board. ‘rhe ag- 
zregate receipts of all these percentages goes 

nto a balf-score or more of funds, at least so it 
is alleged by the board, for the furtherance of 
home rule in Ireland. 

The money is sent directly to the Executive 
Secretary, and under the constitution should be 
turned over by him to the Treasurer. RKonayne 
refuses to turn over any more money to Tierney, 
and the latter retaliates by informing the camps 

that the funds they have forwarded have never 
reached bim. In this way the effect of the vend- 
lock in the Executive Board will be extended 
through the order, and a merry time is in view. 

The imes’s story characterizes Ronayne’s 
conduct as evidence of misappropriation of Cian 
funds by the present heads of the o: ganization, 
the repetition of acts similar to those wuich Dr. 
Cronin threatened tu expose and thereby met 
his death. 


THE DANGERS 





OF THE SEA. 


THIRTY VESSELS BLOWN ASHORE 
MANY LIVES LOST. 


LYNN, Mass., Sept. 17.—The steamer Centi- 
pede, Capt. Hanson, from Philadelphia for 
Lynp, with coal, arrived here this morning. 
From the 8th to the 14th she lay inside the 
Delaware Broakwuter, held by the violence of 
thegale. On Monday, the 9th inst., she dragged 
her anchors violently, and her engine was 
started to prevent her going ashore. While 
there Capt. Hanson saw nearly thirty vessels 
blown ashore and from thirty-five to forty lives 
lost. It was the roughest weather he had ex- 
peri¢nced for many years. 

At6 P. M. on Sunday, Sept. 8, the Centipede 
anchored inside the Breakwater. The wind was 
then blowing a gaie from the northeast, anc 


was increasing. Sunday night the second 
anchor was let go, but on Monday morning, 
under the force of the gale, the steamer began 
to drag shoreward. She was compelled to re-

main inside the Breakwater until the 14tb.. 


Capt. Hanson etutes that the sight of the 
wreckage along the Breukwater was: heart- 
rending. A tine vessel would drift upon the 
beach and go all to pieces, and her crew would 
seek the rizging and be either washed off or 
dritt about, and finally be cast ashore. 

One magnitivent clipper ship owned by New- 
York parties, and vaiued at $100,000, was 
driven asbore and entirely destroyed. From 
Caps Henlopen to Slaughter Beach, elght miles 
along tht coast, the beach was piled thiek with 
wrecks. -Ore full-rigged ship, four barks, three 
barges, one brig, aud.twenty schooners were 
driven ashore in forty-eight hours.

JOHN STETSO\’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Boston, Sept. 17.—Mr. John Stetson’s yacht 
Sapphire came near going to the bottom of 
Boston Harbor this afternoon, as the result of a 
collision with a coal barge. The accident hap- 
pened at about 3:30 o’clock, soon after the boat 
had got under way in the stream, where she had 
been anchored, Mr. 8tetson and a lady friend 
came aboard for a short trip down the harbor, 
and the yacht had just been started with but 
little steam on. At that time the barge. the 
George Moore, was being towed along by one of 
the tugs of the Boaton Towboat Company, with 
a haweer of considerable length. Throagh an 
oversight, or misunderstandivg, Capt. Bird of 
the vacht, attempted to yo ucross in front of 
the barge, and before he could go back or for- 
ward it floated down upon him, striking the 
yacht, almost exactly amidships on the port 
side. 

The blow mage a break about two fect across 
and down the coppcr, and the water poured in 
by the barrel. Toe boats were immediately got 
out, and Mr. Stetson, with his friend and mem- 
vera of the crew, started for the shore. The 
yacht was towed ashore with all speed, and 
run upou the flate at Joffrie’s Point just in time 
to’ prevent her sinking. Repairs will take 
about a week and probably cost $500,

THIRTEENTH LAKE, Warren County, N. Ys 
Bept. 17.--First readers of half a century ago 
had between their yellow covers a remarkably 
illustrative woodcut of a wooden bird slowly be- 
coming the victim to the seductive glare of 2 
wooden cat, which, crouched on the ground be- 
low the top-heavy sparrow, was engaged in the 
pleasing task of convincing it that it would be 
much nicer to fall down and become part of the 
feline domestic economy than to waste any 
more time in hunting the elusive worm. The 
Adirondacks just now sit on the branch, while 
the lumbermen, with their great mills, are the 
besieging cat, certain of their prey and content 
to wait patiently until the morsel in its eutire- 
ty shall fall into its jaws. 

The simile is just, inasmuch as the lumber- 
men have built their mills just above the head 
ot the Hudson’s navigation, aud, with their 
great booms and dams, act as a succession of 
sieves, so that nothins of any consequence shall 
pass them on its passage down toward the deep 
waters and the tide. Stationed a few miles 
apart, they are the arbiters of the destinies of 
the region, and from their positions of vantage 
they are able to send out their scores and hun- 
dreds of workingmen into the sections which: 
they own, or use by virtue of the negligence of 
the State, and carve upthis magnificent domain 
in parcels to suit the capacities of their pock- 
ets. They say in this country that the only 


thing which can elude a lumberman is a mooae, 
which, considering that the last of these noble 
aniwals was killed not far from where fam 
wriling some twenty, years ago, is a tiattering 
testimonial to the ublauitous tree-cutter. 

The arrangement of tue mills along the North 
River, from Paimer’s Falls (termerly the Great 
Falis) to Fort Miller, twenty-three miies below, 
is as perfect as though the present Lumber 
Trust was a thing which was conceived in the 
minds of the Albany colonists who pushed their 
way into the valley @ hundred years ago. 
Every tributary of the strean is guarded, every 
overfiow is dammed sojthat there shall be 
the smallest possible percentage of drifted logs, 
every natural declivity in the bed of the streany 
is cured for so that the rapidity ofthe flow 
shall be accelerated, aud rivewl lumbermen re- 
spect their competitors’; logs witn the same 
degree of honesty as characterizes the ranch- 
Mmenand the wandering cattle of the plains. 
Then to close the river so that there sball be nu 
escape for logs into the lower river an immense 
boow is stretched across the stream, and even 
those logs which escape the watchful eye of the 
lumbermen tind a stop here and remain until 
ee ure Claimed by the men Whose mark they 

ear. 

There may not be a. Lumber Trust, as there 
may not he a Sugar Trust, or a Lead ‘rust, vr a 
Cottonseed Oil Trust, but the same peculiarities 
which mark other varieties of the species of 
commercial cormorants are found above the 
Fort Miller boom and the habits of its members 
ure the same. For wetance, no One kuows what 
will be the price per foot of lumber until the 
Albany and Troy dealers and the roll men con-

Tbe first point on the North River where one 
encounters lumber mills on one’s journey With 
wie flow of the river is at Falmer’s Falis, abous 
thirty-iive miles from North Creek, the vortteri 
termiuus ef the Adivondick Ruiiway. The falis 
tuemselves would be very beautiful were it net 
Unat tuey ure disfigured by an immcnose building 
ot stone, brick. and iron which is owned by the 
Luzerve Puip Compary. It ts one of the largest 
corporations of the kind in the couutry, and 1t 
nas COMmle With the intention of stayime, for 1b 
required the output of many thousands of dol- 
jars and tbe use otf two years’ tie two 
erect the substantial building it now oc- 
ecupies. The actual working force of 
these mills, employed ail the year, is 
125 men. Tne corporation is not an old one, 
because ite existence Is hmited by the invention 
of the Process of converting wood puip Inte 
paper, but during its comparatively short life 
1t uas succeeded in depriving certain regions of 
the Adirondacks of a@ muititude of splendid 
trees. ‘Lhe regions whichit chooses to cut ia 
are along the North River and the scroon River 
each of which valleys contains particularly 
neautiful scenery, aiforded by bighlands foru- 
ing their individual watersheds and without 
whose trees the supply of water would be de 
creased by two-thirds. In Autumn and Winter, 
when the cutting 1s in progress, the force of 
125 neo is, as wTrule. doubled to meet the ex- 
igencies of the season’s work. 

Six miles below Pulmer’s Falls is Feeder 
Dam, one of the largest artificiat reserveirs of 
waterin this couatry. The dam retains water 
over au ares of nearly two thousand acres, and 
is fed by the North, Seroun, and Sacondaga 
Rivers. it is about three miles seuth of Haid- 
ley, and is in the midst of mighty hills, whose 
umber has long since been shipped to ail parts 
of the world. At Feeder Daw are tie largest 
milis in tne region. D. W. Sherman, who is 
called the king of the lumber tracts, owns one 
of them, and the timber which be cuts at indian 
Lake, Hawilton County, along its tributaries 
and by the side of its overilow,is sawed and 
planed by 100 men, whose work is continuous. 
alr, Sherman owns Township 17, in Hamiltou 
County, aud this tract is the basis of his opera 
tions. 

Almost equal in importance, if not quite so, 
are the mills of fipen & Puryne. hey are very 
extensive and ewploy the same number of 
workingmen who serve inthe Sherman Miulis. 
The districts of this firm are principally about 
Newcomb Lake, 1n Essex County, and approach 
the glorious country of the interior, where 
Marcy and, McIntyre stand sentinels, The third 
and last will at Feeder Dam is thatof George 
Freeman, aud this ove is the equal in the extent 
ofits operations tuo either of the two already 
mentioned. While Mr. l’reeman does not con- 
tine his cutting to any onedistrict, he helds 
grants in ‘towuship 13, Warren County, which, 
however, are nearly exhausted. Mr Freeman's 
wills employ quite LUO men, and this pumber is 
Increased When the cutting season in the 5um- 
mer and Autumn requires wccessious to the mil 
workmen. 

AtGlens Falls, two miles south of Feeder 
Dam, is tbe mill of the must exhaustive lawher 
corporation lu this region, Ii is known us the 
Morgan Lumber Company. Its districts of cat- 
ling are Very extensive, being situated at pres- 
ent in the suutbern part of Jobnsburgiown, in 
Warren Country, and the town of Weiles, in danmi- 
ilton County. The company is now doing tive 
jobs within twenty iniics of this lake, and is 
pushing its operations siong the western 
branch of the Sacondausz River. This company 
employs quite 350 men, 200 of whom are en- 
gaged inihe mul at Glens Falls. The district 
turough Welles and aivnug the western branch 
of the Sacondaga is covered with a particularly 
fine aud dense growtn of spruce, bemlock, 
cherry, and white ash. Some of 1b is virgiu 
forest, and in cousequeuce the harvest of bark 
will be particularly valuable. 

At Glens Falis, too, are mills belonging to the 
sae firm of Finch & Puryne which owns suc 
extensive works at teeder Dum. ‘fRe firm em- 
ploysavout seveuty-iive men at these mils, 
which cut such lumber as esvapes the voom as 
the’ great reservoir. Finch & Puryne from 
Glens Falls give out jobs fur cutting throuyu 
the Cedar River region, using the flow of that 
stream to carry the logs norchward into Indiaa 
Lake, and, after the custum of the lumbermen, 
dipmiisz into the valleys aud climbing the ad- 
Jacent Mountains. 

Next to Glens Falisirn importance as a lum- 
ber centre and suceeedingit with the current 
of the river, is Sandy Hil, three miles to tues 
south. Here are the extensive wills of Bald- 
win & Kenyon, whose lumbering operations 
extend along the Sacondaga River aud Cedar 
River and in ‘Lownship 7, in Hamiiton Counry. 
Their wilis keep forty men busy ali the time 
and as in the case of the other mills, their nim- 
ber of bunds is yvreatly increased when the time 
for cutting aud pevling begivs. Almost a- 
joining are the Jonu Monte Mills, wuich ew- 
ploy thirty-tive men, and whose operations are 
contined principally to the Schzoon River 
region. - 

A great part of the business of these mills is 
sawing What are known as “customer logs,” 
and ibis, by the ways, lsab exceedingly impor- 
tant item in the lumbering of the Adirondacks. 
‘rhe phrase logans, as it implies, that avy cut- 
ter may have his logs sawed at the Monte Miils, 
either on shares or so much a board—for buards 
and not feet are the standard of measurement 
in this prolific country when measuring tiuber. 

Last vear William Bloominedale, one of the 
most extensive mill owners of tle region, died 
and bis mills of the capacity of 150 men were 
shatdown.. But there ts to ve a Dew Venture in 
the old Bloomingdale Mills this Antumna and 
Winter. The cuttipe will be dove in about the 
rexionvs it was furmerly carted oa—along the 
Cedar, Sacondaga, North, and Scroon Rivers.

Two miles south of Sandy Hill Fort Ed- 
ward, and there are the mills of Bradley & 
Underwe Ww employ more than 100 men, 
and which are among the most important of the 
district. The regions through which this firm 
cuts its timber is along the Sacondaga River, in 
Hawilton County. and along the little Pesico 
River, one of the Sacondaga’s tributaries. The 
cutting of the heavy timber along the little 
streams is one of the most dangerous meth 
of assault upon the wilderness, for if the littl 
brooklets and the feeders are not wapplied with 
water there is a dismal future for the big rivers. 

The mills at Fort Edward are the last in the 
group of works until Fort Miller {s reached, ten 
miles below. These are the milisef Lemon 
Thompson, and because of their location they 
are as important, ii they are not so extensive, 
as any of their kind along the river. Mr. 
Thompson gives employment to some fifty men, 
and his operations extend along the Seovacans 
and Cedar Rivers and away oP in Newcomb 
Lake, in Essex County. But Mr. 
milling is not .confined to either the lumber of 
his own cutting or to “customer logs.” He 
comes in Contact with what is known as ‘* tran- 
sient logs.” 

At Fort Milier a great boom is stretched, and 
during the rush ef the Spring treshets many 
logs escape the rafters along the upper river. 
As has been said, each lumberman has his pri- 
vate mark, and every log that he cuts bears it. 
As the logs go down the river the employes of 
the mills single out their employer’s timber and 
guide it to such places as they have maie for 
the storage; but sbould a log get past ail of the 
booms and reach Fort Miller, there It is finaily 
stopped, taken On shore, lookeé over for its 
marks, and is laid aside for its owner to claim. 
In most eases, save where special reservations 
are made, the logs are sawed into standard 
lengths and thicknesses and are piled up for 
their owners. 

Yi us the mills at Fort Miller are the finel 
sieve ibrougn which none of the logs must pass. 
Ii 1s, too, the place beyond which all ownership 
in i gs ceases, for when they pass the big boom 
avy person may claim the possession of sach 
logs as they take from the river. Thus the chain 
of jumber mills and iumbermen is completed, 
an i thus they stand at the foothills of the Adiron- 
Gacks, taking all the tribute from. the splendid 
territory, Which is Owned In great part by the 
State, and of which, within as short a space of 
time as is pos-ible, by means of seizure or pure 
ch. 8°, they wil) become the entire and unques- 
tioned Possessers, 

O1 course, the mere fact that a man is a lum- 
berman is no indication that he will make an 
incursion into this region with the Se ae 
design of cutting timber whieh belongs to the 
State. Such an assumption would be preposter- 
ous. Butitis a very safe and avery logical 
reasoning thatifa gang of loggers enter a dis- 
trict which is notoriousiy owned by the State, 
they go there for the purpose of cutting down 
marketable timber, and not for such sport as 
they might find in killing an occasiona! deer. 
Yet that such gangs have entered such districts 
this season, and will continue to cut trees in 
them during September, October, and part of 
November scarcely admits of denial—certainly 
atiout here there is no indication of any denials. 
When this proposition is made the only response 
one receivesis: *“ Certainly, there is cutting on 
State land. They’ve done itevery year. Why 
not now t” 

The suspicion of the most careless of inquirers 
would, reasoning a priori, lead them to suspect 
any pleasant little excursion of lumbermen 
made after this fashion, but the latter have a 
method of their own which averts suspicion 
until the stolen lumber is on the way to the 
mills. This little scheme is somewhat as fol- 
lows: There are in many parts of the wilderness 
compzxratively small tracts, owned by individu- 
ais who either bought the property or to whom it 
was ceded by the State. When the lumbermen 
who engage in this sort of robbery desire to co 
on anew marauding expedition, they start out 
and purchase a pieve of this property, usually se- 
curing it for a song. The piece chosen adjoins the 
State Jands. Lumbermen are set to work, and 
are told that so many spruce, such a Dumber of 
hemlock and 80 on, should be cut. The holding 
of the purchased’ piece is manifestly vot great 
enouga to permit the cutting of the desired 
number of logs, but there stand lots of them in 
the connecting forest. The purchased tract is 
cut, and then the feiling of trees continues over 
the rightful limits of the piot into the State 
forest. 

While single instances have not beea proved, 
it is said here that State oincials, who receive 
$300 a year to prevent this trespass and rob- 
bery. will consent to become temporarily blind 
by a deft administration of a fitty-dollar note. 
The investment, When $5,000 worth of trees are 
to be cut, is considered, even from a New-York 
point of view, a rather good one. 

There is suid to have been a surveyor here 
who had the most accommodating - system of 
surveying a private tract ana combining in his 
survey a sufficient number of linesof public 
lavds to make bis employer satisfied to pay his 
extra charge. Shouid the offender against the 
State be caught in this thievery he will present 
this survey and say: **Why, look at this map! 
i have toliowed out the lines, and it Lam in 
fault Tam not to be blamed. However, to avoid 
unaccessary dispute I’ll pay the fine.” And 
well may he siibiutt to the count of stumps by 
the Forest Warden and pay the penalty sheer- 
fully, for it is a@ safe proportion to caiculate 
upon that foreacn time these timber robbers 
pay the State fora single tract, they have se- 
cured sutticient State logs elsewhere to treble 
their outlay. 

Then, again, there is another system in 
vogue by means of which the State is swindled 
out of this splendid region. It will be noticed 
oft late years that the number of acres of land 
which have reverted to the State has been 
greater than ever before, and that the propor- 
tion isinereasing by about 20 per cent. per 
annum. The explanation of this is a very 
simple one and shows how easily the wool may 
be drawn over the eyes of the men who resu- 
late the government of this region and who 
know nothing about the district they say they 
are striving to benefit. 

In every reversion of land to the State, it will 
be noticed that a small tract, either in the 
centre or one corner of the section or township 
returning, is retained by the former owner, 
who willmgly, nay, eagerly, pays the taxes 
upon it. This small reservation forms the basis 
of operations. Ofcourse a man may cut timber 
on his own land, and of course he cannot re- 
strain his employes if, inadvertently, they 
should step across the imaginary line of the 
surveyor aud cut timber. Of course, too, they 
wiil pay the fine if they are caught, but for one 
case in which illegal timber cutiing is detected 
there are ten in which the offense is never dis- 
covered, 

lt is a somewhat singular as well as an inter- 
esting fact that of ali the cases where the tres- 
pass of State lands has been committed by lum- 
bermen and the offense been detected not one 
of the claims of the forest authorities has been 
contested in court. When the men are caught 
they do not care toappeal. They are perfectly 
willing to pay up and hush any publicity whic 
would inevitably result from a trial The lum- 
bermen cannot afford to have the people at 
large know the extent of their trading upon the 
public property. The scheme of “letting jobs,” 
as it is known here, is partly responsible for the 
difliculty of fastening the guilt of the illegal 
cutting upon the persons who authorize it. A 
boss lumberman will direct a lumberman to cut 
a specified tract. The lumberman employs his 
men and they thenceforth go on with the work 
not in any sense or. to the direct control of 
his employer. Should he, however, fail to carry 
out his agreement with his employer, the latter 
loses nothing, the logs which have been cut be- 
longing to him by the right of real property; 
the sub-lumberman, however, loses everything 
and should proceedings be taken by the State, 
he is compelled to show his instructions very 
clearly or he is the man whois regarded as re- 
sponsible. 

The annual value of the lumber which passes 
aown the river to the great wills lying between 
Palmer’s Falls and Fort Miller is estimated at 
$4,000,000. All of this—1,000,000 logs or 
20,000,000 bocrds or 200,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber—is drawn out of that portion of the Adi- 
rondacks that is drained by the North River, a 
very important division, itis true, but still not 
more than one-third of the mighty wilderness 
about, for there is a district which drains into 
Lake Champlain and another into the St. Law- 
rence by means of the Raquette River and its 
chain of lekes, while the charcoal burners and 
the bark strippers for the tanneries at Griflin, 
North Creek, Oregon, and other hamlets in the 
wilderness do not count at present in the fac- 
tors of destruction.

The association’s quarterly bulletin, just pub- 
lished, says editorially: 

Itis admitted that the 1867 duties upon earpet 
Wools were not designed to serve as protective du- 
ties, but were imposed for pores revenue purposes. 
We cannot subsoribe to the claim now made that 
conditions have so changed in twenty years that a 
protective duty is now desirable aud would be ad- 
vantageous. The argument rather is ‘that the con- 
ditions then existing which removed all necessity 
for a protective duty on carpet wools have been in- 
creased and intensified by the laps@of time. A pro- 
hibitory or highly-protectivé duty on the 
cheaper grades would not lead to the produe- 
tion in this country of woals simiiar to those 
now imported for this purpose. Manufacturers 


carpet woois shall go upon the free list. These low 
grade carpet wools are almost the only raw ma- 
terial upon which @ revenues duty was imposed 
when the Government needed the money, from 
which ithas notsince been removed, or itis not 
there (in the Senate Tariff bill) proposed to remove 
it The argument in favor of free carpet wools. is 
vastly stronger than that which was made for free 
hides.

WOVLEN MEN TRIUMPH. 


THE COLLECTOR DECIDES IN THEIR 
FAVOR AGAINST IMPORTED WORSTEDS. 


Collector Joe: B. Erhardt rendered his de- 
cision yesterday in the reappraisement cases 
of worsted importations from Bradford, Eng- 
land, and as was wore than half susjected, 
sustained the decision of the General Ap- 
praiser. He based his decision upon the ex 
parte testsmony submitted by the agent of the 
American Woolen Manufacturer’s Association 
that the custom merchant of Bradford re- 


quired the designation of all imperfections by 
strings, and the wholly unnecessary conclu- 
sion therefrom that because there were no 
strings in a piece the piece was perfect and of 
standard quality. 

The Collector said: 


“This matter now comes before me under the pro- 
visions of section 2,940 ofthe HKevised Statutes, 
aud the following is my decision: After a careful 
examination of thé testimony submitted, both 
written and oral, I am satistied that it is the usual 
practice at the foreign niarkets, trom which these 
cloths are imported to show iwperfections in them 
1A strings rather than by a reduction of the wnoie 
line. The Merchant Appraiser and General Ap- 
pratest are inaccord as to the principle involved, 

utasthe Merchant Appraiser fails to yive any 
legal or satisfactory reason for his conclusion, I am 
constrained to adoptand do hereby concur ja the 
tindivg of the General Appraiser.” 

‘The re;ait of the appear from the decision of 
the Appraiser In this case is precisely what was 
anticipated by all importers, whether directly 
interested in the case or only in the principle 
thereby established. One of them said yestei- 
day: ** The Association of Wool Manutacturers 
are clearly realizing on their election invest- 
ments. They elected Beet os ors and he has 
placed the administration of the Custom House 
at their disposal through Boss Platt and Steve 
Elkins. They have Secretary Windom undér 
their thumb, ana only such appointments are 
wade as they want. The wool manufacturers, 
under the leadership of John F. Plum- 
mer, Ed H. Amwmidown, A. D. Juilliard, 
and the other members of the dry goods ecab- 
inet run the office of the Appraiser. Their man 
Hinds 1s on hand constautly to give informa- 
tion as to values of imported merchandise 
whenever the Appraiser isindoubt. The Col- 
lector, General Appraiser, Appraiser, and Diy- 
ision Appraiser are all the appointees of the 
wool manufacturers, and are dependent for 
their, retention in office upon the zeal they 
display m administering the office in the inter- 
est of their patrons. It looks very much as if 
the officeholaers named had entered into a 
conspiracy with the wool manufacturera to 
prevent the importation of competing goods 
elitirely. That will certainly be the effect as 
to these inferior goods, upon which we are now 
compelled to pay duty asif they were perfect 
goods. We-ean import no more of them under 
this decision.”

Senator SHERMAN is° going to Ohio to 
“make speeches on the Republican side.” 
Among the first things to which he will be 
called upon to give attention is the follow- 
ing remark of Mr. Foraker: “‘ That good, 
gallant, and most-beloved no-legged soldier 
Corporal TANNER has been removed from 
his position, for what reason we know not, 
but we propose, and are geing, to know 
why he was removed.” And again: ‘It is 
evident that an obscure member of the 
Cabinet, who was never heard of before his 
elevation tothat position, has been instru- 
mental in removing Mr. TANNER from of- 
fice.” Senator SHERMAN holds that the Sen- 
ators have an undivided share in the busi- 
ness of appointments and removals. It will 
be interesting to see what account. he can 
give to the Ohio Republicans of this most 
important transaction and whether it will 
be one that will satisfy Mr. Foraker and 
other wide-mouthed Tannerites. 








It seems to be very doubtful whether 
Gen. GeorGE S. MERRILL will accept the 
office of Commissioner of Pensions, which 
is supposed to be at his command. One 
objection which the ex-Commanders of 
the Grand Army are said to find to the 
place is that it is **subordinate” to the 
Secretary of the Interior. In other words, 
they would not be able, any more than 
Corporal TANNER, to distribute pensions 
according to their own discretion, but 
would be required to conform in some sort 
to the limitations and restrictions of the 
law, the responsibility for whose enforce- 
ment rests with the Secretary of the In- 
terior, and not with the head of the Pension 
Burean. Apparently, what the Grand Army 
men want is to have the administration of 
the pension business turned over to them, 
with full liberty to distribute the public 
ynoney without control. That was what 
TANNER undertook to do, but Secretary 
lvostE preposed to direct and control the 
‘administration of the bureau for which he

Our dispatches say that at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Association of Wool Manufacturers, 
which was attended by about thirty repre- 
sentative manufacturers whom the commit- 
tee had invited, the prevailing opinion 
seemed to be that the assuciation should 
work hereafter independently and not in 
combination with DrLaNno and his Wool 
Growers’ Association. Such an opinion 
would be in accord with the attitude of 
the Manufacturers’ Association toward the 
duty on carpet wool, as defined in the as- 
sociation’s recently-published quarterly 
bulletins. There the association declares that 
a protective duty on such wools is neither 
advantageous nor desirable. It says: ‘* The 
argument rather is that the conditions 
then existing, [in 1867, when the duty was 
imposed for revenue purposes, [which re- 
moved all necessity for a protective duty 
on carpet wools, have been increased and 
intensified by the lapse of time. The argu- 
ment in favor of free carpet wools is vastly 
stronger than that which was made for free 
hides.” But DxeLaNo and his: association 
have given notice that they demand not 
only the retention of the present duties on 
carpet wool, but also the addition of 60 per 
cent. proposed in the Allison Tariff bill. 
The two associations seem to be far apart 6n 
this question, and it is difficult at present to 
see how they are to be united. 








A timely and effective contrast, well illus- 
trating'the difference between the old navy 
and the new, is presented by the fact that 
while the Haltimore was getting ready for 
the trial run that developed her maximum 
of 20 1-5 knots the Jroquois, which has 
been under repair at Mare Island, also had 
a trial trip and made an average of 7 1-5 
knots and a maximum of a little over 8 
with a favoring tide. This, at least, is the 
report, which is not quite explicable, be- 
cause accounts had put her former speed 
several knots higher. The Jroquois was one 
of thé vessels we were relying on for over- 
awing the Germans at Apia, and afterward 
for sending up to Behring Sea to help the 
Rush chase the sealers, evenif not to fright- 
en the 16-knot armor-clad Swiftsure and her 
companions. If the trial speed: of the Jro- 
quois is only what has been reported, it is to 
be hoped that she will not undertake to go 
aftef any of the Dominion sailing craft in 
anything like a good breeze, as they might 
tun away from her. We. can atiord to be 
amused now at the relics of the old fleet, 
when near the Jroquois at San Francisco is 
found the Charlesion, with her average of 
18 2-5 and maximum of 18% knots made on 
the official trial. 








Samoa’s three Kings, relieved of foreign 
influence, are conducting themselvesin a 
commendably pacitic and amiable fashion, 
such as could hardly be expected from a 
trio of rival candidates for the throne. 
With a courtesy that has a royal flavor, 
even if it comes from the South Seas, 
MALIETOA, on being brought back by the 
Germans from his unjust banishment, in- 
sisted on not immediately displacing 
MATAAFA, urging ill health, and that 
MATAAFA had really been made the depos- 
itory of regal power by the patriet popula- 
tion. But MATAAFA was no less earnest to 
have it understood that he had been the 
representative of MALIETOA till the latter 
should return. Now itappears that MALIE- 
TOA was at Jength quietly restored to 
power, and that thereupon these friends 
both withdrew to Manono to await the ac- 
tion of our country on the Berlin confer- 
Manono is a little island of about 
three square miles area, inclosed within 
the sea reef of the large island of Upolu, on 
which Apia, the capital, is situated. They 
are accordingly intently bent on not com- 
ing into conflict with King TAMASESE, who 
is presumably stiil at Apia, and is certainly 
quiet and tractable. With such conduct 
onthe part of the three Kings the three 
treaty powers ought to tind little trouble in 
arranging the new Samoan Government. 
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AN EVASION OF THE LIQUUR ISSUE. 
The Republican convention which was 
held at Trenten, N. J., yesterday declared 
that the canvass of this year is‘‘one of 
local and State policy only.” The one ques- 
tion of local and State policy likely to ex- 
cite much popular interest or to affect the 
yvotein any great measure is that of regu- 
lating the liquor traffic, as the action of 
the last two Legislatures of New-Jersey has 
left that matter in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion. But this issue was distinctly evaded 
by the convention. It means nothing to 
repeat the platitude of the National Con- 
vention that the Republican Party *‘ stands 
for purity, for temperance, and for 
the preservation of the home.” Any 
party could make such a_ declara- 
tion without pledging itself to any 
practical policy whatever. It means noth- 
ing to declare that the party is already 
committed ‘‘to the most thorough measures 
that will be sustained by the people” or to 
pledge it to ‘“‘such legislation as will most 
speedily and thoroughly eradicate the evil 
of intemperance.” To say that the attitude 
of the two parties on the iiquor question is 
“so clearly marked that no intelligent 
voter can be deceived by any omission of 
either to make a declaration on the subject” 
is sheer evasion, and to “ indorse the action 
of the minority of the Legislature of 1889 
upon all questions:of morality and of State 
public policy” signifies nothing at all. 

These vague generalities are all there is 
in the platform adopted at Trenton yester- 
day on the subject of liquor legislation, 
and they indicate that the Republican peli- 
ticians are determined to shirk all.furthe 
action on the subject for the present. They 
are evidently afraid of the ‘ liquor power,” 


State as an ‘organized force” they affect 
to resent. When the Essex County dele- 
‘gation declared that they voted for the 
resolutions with the understanding that 
they were emphatically in favor of high 
license, they were laughed at. The resolu- 
tions are emphatically in favor of no deti- 
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Jersey were ready to support a specific 
policy of high license and local option they 
would have said soin their platform, and 
they havesaid nothing of the'kind. The plat- 
form pledges them to the support of nospe- 
cific measures and no definite policy, and it 
affords clear evidence that they aré intimi- 
dated by the “liquor power’ and have 
given way to it, which is a very ineffective 
way of resenting its intrusion into politics 
as an organized force. It will encourage 
that power in.its effort to control legislation 
and political action in so far as ,it affects 
the liquor interest. 

The shifting and evasive attitude of the 
Republicans of New-Jersey on this question 
will certainly prove a source of weakness. 
There is no other question of “local and 
State policy” at.all comparable with it in 
popular interest. There are many temper- 
ance Republicans in the State who desire 
to see an energetic policy pursued, and they 
will be alienated or made lukewarm by the 
failure of the convention to maintain the 
position adopted two years ago in favor of 
high license and local option. There are 
many temperance Democrats whose sup- 
porc might have been won by a vigor- 
ous declaration in favor of specific 
measures of restriction upon the 
liquor traffic, but’ there will be no 
inducement ‘for them in the present can- 
vass to break away from their accustomed 
party attachment. There is every reason 
why the Democrats should now be expect- 
ed to unite heartily ‘in-support of their own 
candidates, and no reason forsupposing that 
the Republicans will maintain the strength 
which they have exhibited in the last two 
years. The course of the National Admin- 
istration is likely to have a depressing ef- 
fect, and in matters affecting taxation and 
the railroads:'the Democrats hold a position 
of decided advantage. 

The nomination of Gen. E. Burp GRUBB 
for the office of Governor-is in itself an. 
indication that, the party intends to rely 
solely onits sadly-impaired prestige and the 
record of its achievements of years ago. 
The candidate represents the Grand Army 
element, which is discredited by the greed 
and impudence with which it -is devoted 
to the work of increasing pensions and 
depleting the public treasury for the bene- 
fit of the veteran soldiers. He was nom- 
inated on his war record of a quarter of 
a century ago, and is in no way identified 
with any living question of the day. 








A FAIR SUGGESTION. 

To those who have any clear conception 
of the absurdity and the strength of the 
obstacles imposed by our tiscal system to 
any heaithy and profitable foreign com- 
merce, the project of the international 
exposition to celebrate the discovery of 
America has necessarily involved a certain 
aspect of inconsistency that would verge 
on the grotesque if the common sense of 
the American people were not much 
stronger than their conventional political 
ideas. As that is, fortunately, true, we 
may look forward to that exposition with 
the confident hope that, ridiculous as is the 
contrast between the avowed purpose of 
the exposition and the professed principle 
and object of our tariff, the net result will 
tend to break down the tariff rather than 
to hamper the exposition. But in the 
meantime we beg to suggest to the man- 
agers of the Exposition that a depart- 
ment be set apart for illustrating in every 
possible manner the true purpose and eftect 
of our tariff with reference to foreign trade. 
This department should be put under the 
charge of a competent and experienced 
person, who should possessan unquestioned 
authority through his position in public life 
and in society, who would be in good faith 
an admirer of and believer in the United 
States tariff, and who would be capable of 
presenting its merits in the fairest and 
most effective form. Of course, there is a 
considerable number of such distinguished 
persons in the United States. If CoLUMBUS 
had had the good judgment to discover the 
islands of the Gulf in 1493, instead of1 492, 
Mr. HARRISON himself would undoubtedly 
have been at liberty to undertake this very 
honorable and useful task. But, though 
long before that time he will have accom- 
plished the main business of his Presiden- 
tial term, and will have made aclean sweep 
of all the accessible Democratic office hold- 
ers in the Federal service, he can hardly 
abandon the nominal duties of the White 
House, and must continue to keep up the 
appearance of being the President of the 
whole people. 

But Mr. BLAINE ought to be available. 
He has become so sober and subdued since 
he entered the State Department, and has 
confined himself to such a mild and modest 
range of duties there, that, even without 
resigning his honorary position, he could 
safely leave its functions to Mr. WHARTON 
and to Mr. WALKER BLAINE in order to 
take up the work we have suggested, which 
cannot fail to be far more useful as well as 
much more inspiring to him than anything 
Mr. HARRISON will let him do in Washing- 
ton. Mr. BLAINE, moreover, has neces- 
sarily become more or iess familiar with 
foreian affairs, and must know better than 
one without his experience exactly what 
he has to deal with. To begin with France, 
Mr. BLAINE knows that the Government of 
that enlightened nation promises te take a 
lively interest in our exposition. He ought 
to provide an exhibition of the works of 
American artists who have had the advan- 
tage of French training—he could not well 
get many others—to show to our French 
friends the reason why we tax imported 
French pictures; not because we are afraid 
of competition, for we have no reason to be; 
nor because we need the revenue, for we 
don’t; butsimply because if we repealed that 
tax we might show the wrong and absurdity 
of many of our other so-called protective 
taxes. He might have the American artists 
on hand@ to explain to the French Com- 
missioners their humiliation at the course 
of their own Government, and at the con- 
trast between that and the generous and 
noble course of the French Government. 
To this exhibit he should add one of pi- 
rated reproguctions of French pictures, as 
illustrating the zeal of our Government in 
promoting native theft by the refusal of a 
copyright to foreign artists.. 

Then, for the benefit of the German cx- 
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hibitors, he should have an exhibit of 
American carpets made in great part of 
German wool taxed 25 per cent., or perhaps 
by that time 60 per cent., and he should 
explain that this tax, while it restricts 
American industry and prevents the full 
employment of American labor, is, never- 
theless, amply justified by the votes it se- 
cures for the Republican Party in Ohio and 
Montana and Oregon and California. He 
should also explain that, while it checks 
foreign trade, CoLUMBUSs discovered Amer- 
ica for Americans and not for foreigners, 
and that foreign trade, even when profita- 
ble, must be rejected by a truly patriotic 
American Government for the purpose of 
increasing the cost of living at home. It 
would also be a good plan to have on 
exhibition photographs of the mills and 
milling villages of New-England, now 
falling or fallen in ruins through the 
tax on imported iron ore, pig ‘iron, 
scrap iron and steel, and coal and coke. 
These will enable him to explain how our 
tariff is intended to avoid importation even 
at the cost of our own interests. There are 
numerous other exhibits that would bring 
out in a striking manner the real effect of 
the tariff upon foreign trade, including 
Amerivan exports, and would be highly 
instructive to foreign visitors. If Mr. 
BLAINE cannot make these gentlemen see 
the advantages of a system like this, no one 
can, and if they go back to their homes re- 
joicing that they are not like these Repub- 
licans, that will only be another proof that 
all intelligence not sanctioned by the Grand 
Old Party as it is to-day is. more or less 
pharisaical. 








MR. PLATT’S “INFLUENCE.” 

When the old rag-disinfecting ring was 
undergoing investigation it was found to 
be no easy task to discover the actual 
members of the concern. They had a habit 
of burrowing, as if they wanted to get out 
of sight. The burrows were one by one 
opened to the light of day, and in nearly 
every case the figure of the Hon. THomasC. 
PLATT was found squatting at the other 
end of the hole. PLatr was largely inter- 
ested in the company which exacted $5 a 
ton from the importers for using a worth- 
less disinfecting process upon the bales of 
rags. In fact, PLATT, with a few of his po- 
litical friends, was the company. PLATT’s 
son furnished the law for the “combine.” 
PLATT was in the lighterage business, and 
on his lighters the rags were conveyed to 
the stores where the farce of disinfection 
was performed. And into the pockets of 
PLATT went the greater part of the profits 
of the swindle. 


It was through Treasury rulings that the 
rag disinfectors were enabled to “‘ hold up” 
the importers of the raw material of paper 
making and compel them .to pay over $5 
for every ton of rags. The Treasury was 
always an object of the deepest interest 
with Piatt, It holds or controls the pub- 
lic funds, and nothing on this earth has so 
potent a fascination for PLATT as those 
same funds. But as the Tioga statesman 
is far too busy to acquire the funds he 
covets in the only legitimate way, by the 
honest performance of some public duty, it 
is his habit to get at what he thinks is his 
share of the surplus by jobs. The rag-dis- 
infecting scheme was a particularly rank 
job, but PLATT appears to have surpassed 
that achievement by the part he has taken 
in guiding Secretary W1NDOM’s choice of a 
site forthe new Appraiser’s Stores. It willbe 
seen that itis still the Treasury that is the 
object of his desires and of his intrigues. 
So far as we are informed, however, no 
part of the money appropriated by Con- 
gress for the purchase of the site will go 
to swell Mr. PLatt’s bank account. He is 
to benefit indirectly, but not less largely, 
through the enhanced value of real estate 
hard by the Bowling Green, for which he 
and that other acute Republican states- 
man, Mr. STEPHEN B. Evkrns, have had the 
forethought to procure an option. They are 
fit associates in such an enterprise. The 
dark shadow of ELKINS has been projected 
across every Republican Administration 
from HayEs to HARRISON, and THomas C. 
PLATT is a great deal like the devil himself 
—a continuous and incorrigible power of 
evil. The congruity of their partnership 
in a real estate speculation, with the United 
States Treasury as a collusive agent, is fine 
and striking. 

At first the chances, it must be confessed, 
seemed much against Messrs. PLATT. and 
Evxins.. The site at Greenwich and 
Laight streets was favered by an over- 
whelming majority of the importers, who 
are the persons chiefly concerned. The 
selection of that site had been urged by 
the Chamber of Commerce, a body that is 
above petty selfish or neighborhood in- 
terests, and represents the spirit of the 
whole city in matters pertaining to trade. 
Finally, the site mentioned had been actu- 
ally selected by Mr. WINDom’s predecessor, 
and proceedings for acquiring the land had 
been begun. The importers regarded the 
matter as settled to their satisfaction. 
Unfortunately, they were unaware of Mr. 
Tuomas C. PLATT’s personal interest in 
the choice of a site for the Appraiser’s 
Stores, and, more unfortunately still, they 
did not know of the weakness of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. They were in- 
formed upon these points and upon many 
more soon after the Secretary announced the 
choice of the Bowling Green site, and the 
revocation of the orders issued by Mr. 
FAIRCHILD in regard to the other and far 
more appropriate site selected by him. 

By what arguments Mr. PLatr persuaded 
Mr. WINDooM that the decision of his pred- 
ecessor should be reversed and another 
site near the real estateof the firm of PLATT 
& ELKINS selected will probably never be 
known to the public. It would be interest- 
ing to know them; it would also be dis- 
gusting, we fear. The people of the country 
have every wish to regard the Secretary of 
the Treasury as an uprightman. They will 
be apt ‘to dismiss the surmise that he was 
in any way influenced in the action he has 
taken by his own personal interest in the 
Arcade concern, which might benefit largely 
from the choice of the Bowling Green site 
through an increased traffic for the pneu- 
matic tube railway which the courts have 
left it the right to build. But in view 
of all the known and _  »powerful 


‘reasons which should have led him to 
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make a different choice, in view of the very 
serious objections to the Bowling Green 
site which have been repeatedly stated by 
importers, and in view of the subterranean 
and forbidden influences which were 
known to be at work to sway the Sec- 
retary’s judgment and determine his action, 
it is well-nigh impossible to form any theory 
of the coursé he has taken which averts 
from him the suspicion that among the con- 
siderations by which he was moved in mak- 
ing the choice of a site those of a political 
and personal nature outweighed that con- 
sideration for the public interest which 
should have been his sole guide. » 








TRADE RINGS IN GERMANY. 
. In Germany, under the shelter of the so- 
called protective tariff, competition with 
respect to prices has been almost entirely 
suppressed in many important industries 
by means of combination agreements, com- 
monly calied ‘“ conventions,” the combined 
producers striving ‘te take full advantage 
of the taritf duties in their protected home 
market. By means of these “conventions” 
domestic prices have been so raised in the 
coal, iron, and steel trades, says the Ber- 
lin correspondent of the London Economist, 
“that makers are in constant fear of English 
competition appearing again in its former 
vigor.” And while the “conventions” have 
been enabled by the tariff to increase the 
cost of so many articles that the people 
must buy, the tariff on cereals has greatly 
enhanced the cost of food. In a recent re- 
port to our State Department Consul Gen- 


wrote as follows: 

“Increased prices to manufacturers for their 
products are not followed by increase of wages 
to laborérs, and incréased cost of the working- 
men’s nécessities seems to put them in a more 
depiorable condition than ever. The crushing 
out of small concerns by combinations of large 
ones is constantly recruiting the laboring 
classes and flinging into them an element of 
enlightenea discontent that may one day be 
lifted into protest. The gap between rich and 
poor is growing greater. The high duties on 
breadstuffs are imposing a heavier charge than 
éver.on the poor, with little resulting benefit to 
the agricuiturists.” 

The recently published official reports of 
Gérmany’s exports and imports for the first 
six months of the current year show how 
the export trade has been affected by the 
maintenance of ring prices, and how the 
tax on food is growing. During June of 
this year the decline in the export trade,.as 
compared with the trade of June, 1888, was 
34 per cent. for hollow glass, 24 per cent. 
for manufactures of leather, 9 per cent. for 
manufactures of paper, 49 per cent. for lead, 
11 per cent. for cement, 18 per cent. for 
machinery, and 36 per cent. for beer. In 
the same month the imports of wheat were 
doubled and those of rye multiplied by five. 
For barley the incréase was 91 per cent., 
and for oats 55 per cent. Large increases 
are shown in the imports of flour, lard, 
coal, and coke. The quantity of maize 
brought in was multiplied by five. 

The.changes in the export trade for the 
period of six months are important. Com- 
paring the figures for 1889 with those for 
1887, we find the following percentages of 
decrease in leading products: Pig iron, 
26; woolen goods, 10; steel rails, 36; forg- 
ing iron, 9; cotton goods, 15; iron wire, 
34; ordinary glassware, 18; leather goods, 
17; beer, 32; spirits, 76; sugar, 13; paper 
and tapestry, 33; raw zinc, 25; rolled zine, 
29. 

This decliné -has. been caused in large 
measure by the enhancement of prices 
through the agency of the “conventions” 
or combinations that suppress that com- 
petition in the home market which, the 
supporters of high duties say, a high pro- 
tective tariff is designed to create and en- 
courage. 

But after the people of a country have 
been induced to exclude competition from 
abroad by high duties, the inanufacturers 
in many.“ protected” industries will strive 
to prevent competition among themselves 
at home. After the field of operations has 
been so narrowed by legislation, success- 
ful combinations in some industries can 
easily be made. It is true that combina- 
tions exist in. countries where competition 
from abroad has not been prevented or. dis- 
couraged by law, but the number of -these 
is comparatively small, and it should not 
be overlooked that their power to raise 
prices is slight, being strictly limited by 
the price for which products like their own 
can be sold in their home market by for- 
eign producérs to whom that market is 
open. In a country around which there is 
a tariff wall the exactions of a complete 
and successful combination may be carried 
to a limit fixed not by the price of foreign 
goods alone but by this price plus the tariff 
duty or nearly all of it.

NEw-HAavEy, ‘Sept. .17.—The will of the late 
Prof; Hias*Loomis, Witch was made public to- 
day, bequeaths the bulk of his estate, which is 
valuéd at from $250,000 to $300,000, to Yale 
University, to be known as the “ Loomis Fund.” 
This is the second largest gift ever made to 
Yale, After various small bequests the will 
provides thatall of the professor’s books and 
pamphlets which relate to mathematical ana 
physical sciehées shall go tothe university. All 
other books and pampblets, manuscripts, engrav- 
ings, curiosities, and househola furniture are be- 
queatned to Henry B. Loomis of Seattle, Wash- 
ingtoh Territory. All of the remainder of the 
estate goes to. Yale University in trust. One- 


third of the income from this trust fund is to be 
givéb to Henry B. Loomis of Seattle, one-third 
of the income to Francis E: Loomis, who is now 
traveling in Europe, and the other third of the 
income goes to Yule Observatory. Upon the 
death of the sons, Henry and Francis, their 
—_ of the income reverts to the Yale Observ- 
atory. 

The income of the trast fund which is to go 
to the use of the Ml) seg? as above pro- 
vided, may bé’applied at the discretion of \ ale 

niversity in any year to ali’ or one or more of 
the following Objects, namely: The payment of 
salaries Of observers, where time is exclusively 
devoted to the making ot observations for the 
promotion of the science of astronomy, or to 
the deduction of astronomieal observations 
and their discussion in papers prepared for 
publication, or to defraying the expenses of 
publishing whvee observations. Ifin any year 
the income of this trust fund, which he desires 
to be forever kept as a distinct fund by the 
name of the Loomis Fund, available for the use 
of the obgervatory, Sball be more than sutti- 
cient to provide for the above-named objects, 
the extess. of income sball be added to the 
principal, and shail) thenceforth form an in- 
tegral part of this fund, The college authori- 
ties are ested to 6 public annually a 
statement showing the condition of the fund.

NEWS. OF FOREIGN ARMIES. 


Saannniaine canal 

The Austrian military authorities have de- 
termined that the Fall manceuvres of the First 
Army Corps should not be witnessed by the 


- military attachés of any country except those 
identitied with the Triple Alliance. lu other 
words, the invitations to foreign military offi- 
cers were sent out according to nationality and 
not according to rank. Thisinformation is just 
received from foreign sources, and, it is learned, 
has excited a considerable amount of soreness 
and jealousy in French army circles. itis the 
first time that such a distinction has been made, 
at least by Austria, whose military authorities 
have always been remarkable for their hospita- 
ble attention and courtesy 
whether friendly or notto the Dual Empire. 

In the present case the restrictions were con- 
sidered all the more provoking inasmuch as the 
representatives of Germany and Italy (and, it is 
said, Great Britain, too,) were specially invited 
to witness the operations in Bohemia, Galicia, 
and Hungary, while the less favored guests 
were restricted to the mancwuvres in Bohemia, 
which were of far less importance and interest 
than the others. Great disappointment has 
been felt in this regard, as the journey of the 
Austrian Emperor this Autumn to Galicia has 
been marked by demonstrations of military 
pomp and ceremony formerly omitted when the 
relations between Austria and Russia were of a 
more friendly character. 

The Emperor Francis Joseph, on his arrival 
in Galicia, inspected the new cantonments 
along the frontier. He then assisted at the 
Cavalry mancuvres near Jaroslaw, and then be- 
tween the 10th ana 14th inst. he proceeded to 
the mancuvres of the Ninth and Tenth Corps at 
Leutomischl in Bohemia. He is at present at- 
tending those of the cavairy at Gddolio. 

The military attachés of Germany and Italy 
accompanied the Emperor during the whole of 
hig tour, while those of. the other powers were 
ouly invited to the manwuvres at Leutomischi 
on the 11th, 12th, 13th, and 14th. 

lt was only recently that the Queen of Eng- 
land was made Colonel of the Fires Guard Dra- 
goon Regiment of the German Army. This tis 
the regiment whose annual banquet 1n honor of 
Sedan was attended by Col. Frank Russel of the 
English Army, who got himself into hot water 
py his toaat on that occasion. The First Guard 
Dragoon Regiment possesses. one of the -most 
enviable reputations in the German Army, and 
all becauso of a Balaklava-like charge during 
the Franco-Prussian war. 

The charge was at Sedan, and of -18 officers, 
38 non-commissioned officers, 13 trumpeters, 
356 dragoons, and 426 horses which started on 
this death ride but 3 officers, 27 non-commis- 
sioned officers, 6 trumpeters, 252 dragoons, 
and 210 horses returned unharmed. Five-sixths 
ot the officers, one-third of the men, and half of 
the horses were killed or wounded. It was a 
regular Balaklava, but witha clearer opject 
aud a better result, for, as the old Kaiser said 
when inspecting the same regiment in June, 
1872: ‘‘If this attack had not been made, who 
knows whether we might have been here ?” 


A RUSH OF BUSINESS. 

For two weeks the shipments of goods from 
the dry goods district have been unusually 
heavy. The storm of last week seriously 
interfered with the shipments for at least four 
days, so that since Saturday there have been 
much heavier shipments than usual. Yester- 
day there were so many trucks loading from 
Chambers to Canal street along Broadway that 
the etreet cars were in a state of almost contin- 
ual blockade from noon to 5 o’clock. 

Long strings of blockaded cars. stood on the 
north-bound track from Bowling Green up, while 
at times the cars on tne south-bound track eox- 
tended from Canal-street to Astor-place. 
Another blockade occurred between 4 aud 5 
o’clock at Cortlandt-street and Broadway, 
blocking the down-town cars as far as Cham bers- 
street. People interested in trucking and ship- 
ping interests say that everybody is making a 
scramble to get goods away and that never be- 
fore has there been such a jam known. 








DETROIT’S BIG FAIR. 

DETROIT, Sept. 17.—The Detroit International 
Fair and Exposition was formally opened this 
morning by Gov. Luce. The grounds, which 
cover about seventy acres of land, are hand- 
somely laid out in terraces and walks. A mini- 
ature lake occupies the centre in front of the 
main building. The buildings themselves, 
which are of a handsome design, cover fully 
twenty-five acres of the grounGs. Every foot 
of exhibit space in the building is occupied. 

The exposition is in no sense a Jocal one, but 
comprises exhibits from allover the United 
States and many parts of Canada. 

Yhe accommodations for the exhibitions of 
live stock are excellent and many prize animals 
are in the stalls. 

The city is handsomely decorated in honor of 
the occasion. Ali the public scnools are closed 
bedi the pupils being guests of the exposi-

WRIGHT DURYEA. 

| Wright Duryea, the President of the Glen 
_ Cove Starch Manufacturing Company, died yes- 
| terday morning at his homein Glen Cove, L. 1 
| Mr. Duryea had been ill for a month. He tm- 
; proved so much two weeks ago, however, that 
his friends believed that a full recovery was 
Probable. He suffered a relapse, and, intermit- 
tent fever setting in, he grew rapidly worse till 
his death yesterday. 

Wright Duryea was born on Long Island in 
1824. His father Hendrick, who is yet living at 


Glen Cove, andia in his ninety-second year, 
came over from Holland and settled near Glen 
Cove. Mr. Wright Duryea in his youtn devel- 
oped a fancy for machinery and afterward 
studied to be a mechanical engineer. He never 
practiced this profession, however, as in 1840 
with bis brothers he became interested in the 
manufacture of starch. A factory was built at 
Glen Cove. It was asmall affair at first, and 
the Duryeas were accustomed to buy their corn 
from neighboring farmers. The business in- 
creased rapidly, however, and grew to be a most 
lucrative as well as extensive one. Mr. Duryea 
became President of the company, and six 
brothers continue to be mterested in it. R 
Mr. Duryea closely attended to business, and 
while popular at Glen Cove, where he preferred 
to live, he could never be induced to enter into 
politios. He was President of the Trade Mark 
Association at 137 Broadway, and was inter: 
ested In one or two business organizations, He 
was fond of sailing and owned the steam yacht 
Republic. He leaves a widow and two sone. 
The funeral will be teld in the Glen Cove 
Presbyterian Church, which he attended, on 
Fricay at 2 P. M. A special car will he attached 
tothe 1 P. M. train from Long Island City.

GEORGE J. JANEWAY, M. D. 

Dr. George J. Janeway, who diea'at New. 
Brunswick, N. J.,on Monday night at the age 
eighty-three, was long one of the leading phyai- 
cians of that city, and had been its Mayor. He 
was at one time a prominent New-York physi- 
cian. 

Dr. Janeway came of old English stock. His 
father was Dr. ‘Jacob Janeway, at one time 


Vice President of Rutgers College, and associ- 
ated for years with Dr. Ashbel Green, (after- 
ward President of Princeton.) as professor in 
the University of Pennsylvania. It was there 
that Dr..Janevay, who was born Oct. 11, 1806, 
received his college education. He was also 
graduated from its medical school tn 1838, and 
then went to Paris, where he studied in the 
French schools and hospitals. He returned to 
New-York the next year. 

In 1842 he moved to New-Jersey, and five 
years later he became a physician in New- 
Brunswick. He was Mayor of the city one 
term—1869-71. 

Dr. Janeway married, in 1835, Miss Smith, a 
daughter of Gamaliel Smith of New-York. He 
had six children. One of them is Dr. Edward 
Janeway of New-York. Another is Col. J. J.

BISHOP JOHN F. MACKARNESS. 

The Right Rev. John F. Mackarness, D. D., 
Lord Bishop of Oxford and father-in-law of 
Lord Coleridge’s son, died yesterday. He was 
born Dec. 3, 1820, and was the son of a wealthy 
Indian merchant. He was educated at Eton 
and at Merton College, Oxford, taking his B. 


A. Goapee in 1844, and soon afterward was 
elected to a Fellowship in Exeter College. This 
he did not retain long, for almost immediately 
upon taking priest’s orders he was presented 
by the Clive family to the vicarage of Tarde- 
bigge, in Worcestershire. He held this living 
until. 1855, when he became rector of Honiton, 
Devonshire. Three yeurs later he was pro- 
moted to an honorary prebendal stall in Exe- 
ter Cathedral by the late Bishop of Exeter, and 
for several years held a small incumbency 
near Honiton, being also chaplain to Lord 
Lyttleton. In 1865 he was elected one of the 
Proctors in convocation for the clergy of Exe- 
ter, but tailed of re-election because of his 
support of Mr. Gladstone’s Irish Disestablish- 
ment bill. In 1869 he succeeded Dr. Wilber- 
force as Bishop of Oxford. He has been in 
failing health for several years. He was mar- 
ried to the youngest sister of Lord Coleridge. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
Claude Victor Quilliard, an old resident of Ron 
dout, N. Y., died at Duluth, Minn., yesterday. He 


was a civil engineer and architect by profession, 
and a graduate of Columbia College. after he took 
up the study of civil engineering he was fora time 
in the employ qf the Krie Railroad. He pursued 
engineering and the art of architecture in Rondout, 
and drew the design for several of its churchey 
and public buildings. Mr. Quilliard’s mother was 
a@ Verplanck and a descendant of the old Knicker. 
bocker families of this State, and Mr. Quilliard 
was anephew of the Rev. Wilham E. Clianning of 
London, England, whose daughter Fannie married 
Sir Edwin Arnold. Eariy this Spring Mr. Quilliard, 
while suffering with asthma, was indaced by his 
brother, who has milling interests at Duluth, to 
accompany him to his Western home to see if the 
air of Minnesota would be beneficial to nis health. 
The remains will be bronght to Rondout for inter- 
ment, and the funeral will be held to-morrow. 

‘John T. Collin died at his residence in Hillsdale, 
N. Y., Monday, at the age of eighty-eight years. He 
was a2 member of the State Assembly from Colum- 
bia County in 1834, and a member of the Twenty- 
ninth Congress$(1845-7) from the then Eleventh 
District, comprising the counties of Columbia, 
Greene, and Sullivan. rrom 1379 to 1884 Mr. Col- 
lin wrote and published four volumes of political 
history, copies of which may be found in almost 
every State libraryin the country. He retained 
his intellectual! faculties up to the time of his death, 
which was hastened by a fall a few weeks ago, from 
which he never tully recovered. 

James McCallum died at his home im Pulaski, 
Tenn., yesterday. He was the oldest Mason in 


Tennessee, served in the Confederate Congress, and 
was séveral times elected to the Legislature frem 
Giles County. Three children survive him. 

John C. Mead, a prominent architect and builder 
ot Hartford, Conn., died of inflammation of the liver 
yesterday afternoon.

FROM THRE ARCTIC REGIONS. 

NEW-LONDON, Conn., Sept. 17.—A large num- 
ber} of curiositics from the frozen north were 
brought home on the whaling schooner Era, 
Capt. Spicer, which arrived here yesterday with 
oil from Cumberlana Inlet. Capt. Shepard, who 
has had command of the station at Arkolear, 
and Capt. Clisby, who was in charge at Sigueur, 
came on the Era as passengers. 

Among their curiositles collected during their 
long stay north were some small cubes of 
metal resembling iron which were taken out 
of a stone at Sigueur. ‘The stone containing the 


metal was unlike apy, stone known in that re- 
gion, which fact, coupled with the presence of 
the metal, opens up a wide field of speculation 
as to What it is, whence it came, and how it 
came. Some of the sailors profess to think it 
was aguide stone used by old Danish or Ice- 
landic explorers centuries Defore Columbus dis- 
covered America. 

Capt. Spicer brought home one of the hand- 
somest horns of the narwhal or sea unicorn 
ever seen in this old whaling town. It is a beau- 
tiful piece of ivory, seven feet long, polished, 
of a dazzling white, and without a blemish. It 
tapers from about three inches in diameter to 3 
point.

LAND THAT COMBINED CAP.- 
‘ITAL MUST DEVELOP. 

‘A VAST EMPIRE RICH IN ALL SORTS 
OF MINERAL DEPOSITS — GREAT 
FORTUNES IN DITCH DIGGING. 


{ CHEYENNE, Wyoming. Sept. 17.—It is imposs!- 
dle to look about this bright and attractive lit- 
tie mountain city without being tempted to 
| write with enthusiasm about its future. There 
is a slight gloom over it now, following the 
range-cattle fever, which brought so many men 
,sudden riches, and left them, after asevere sea- 
son or two, without occupation and with in- 
comes greatly reduced. The goose that laid the 
golden egg disappeared. It seemed a dreadful 
calamity at first. But it will look like a mere 
Tripple on a vast ocean by and by, when fortunes 
come to be made out of business less precari- 
ous than that of driving thousands of cattle in 
from Texae, feeding them on lands not paid for, 
taking the risk of starvation to the stock and 
absolute ruin, or the chance of an open Winter, 
high prices, and an eager demand, and winning 
@ prodigious purse in asingle “deal.” 

Wyoming’s past, glorious as it seems to a few 
men in Cheyenne, will be buta pale and indis- 
tinct promise of future greatness fifty years 
hence. It cannot be otherwise. While its re- 
Rources, a8 ascertained, are so rich as to excite 
the admiration of every one who takes the 
trouble to examine the reports about them, it 
does not take long to discover that they are but 
imperfectly known. A. few coal mines have 
been opened and are paying richly. The rocks 
have been tapped here and theré,srevealing 
Aron, silver, and other ores. Oil indications 
have been hastily examined at different points 
there, with results so graiifying as to insure the 
belief that here in the Rocky Mountains are to 
've sunk the wells that will exoeed those of 
Pennsylvania as a source of the New World’s 
supply of petroleum. It is the guess of the 
ecologists that there are 30,000 square miies of 
coal underlying Wyoming. Tts soda deposits in 
sight are estimated at millions of tons. Petro- 
leum is escaping from one or two wells and 
frem named and nameless springs in five or six 
counties, all still beyond the reach of the rail- 
roads. 

There is an empire in this Territory, lying 

alf way between the Mississippi! River and the 

acific coast, that is as spacious in area as New- 

York, Ohio, New-Jersey, and Deiuwaie com- 
bined; it is as broad as all the New-England 
States and Indiana together; it is larger in area 
by 3,000 equare milesthan the great States of 
Iowa and Ohio. It is not aifficult to interest 
patriotic Americans in such figures as these. 
Lhey are not indifferent to the favt that within 
this tract, 365 miles east and west and 274 
miles north and south, there are nearly 63,000,- 
008 acres. Neither isit a matter of indiffer- 
ence that, while the heads of the Rocky Mount- 
ains riso in rugged dignity across part of 
the area, there are 10,000,000 acres of timber 
and’ 15,000,000 acres of grazing and cul- 
tivable land ioyiting the touch of labor and 
capital tomake the land to teem with riches. 
To say that there are now three or four million 
cattle and sheep in the Territory, that. two 
tulllion acres of land have been recovered from 
the desert, that a million and a2 half tons of 
coal, worth over $4,000,000, were taken out in 
1888, is pot much. The coal has been scarcely 
touched. There has been but @ beginning of 
cattle raising. The first commercial oil well 
has yet to be started. ‘The irrigation of the Ter- 
ritory, without which agriculture is imprac- 
tisable, and with whieh 16 promises to be mag- 
nificently successful, is so far only an advanced 
experiment. Itis the cantemplation of all this, 
the security for future greatness that it holds 
out, that inspires Wyoming people with the de- 
sire to be accorded all the advantages that cau 
be derived from Statehood. 

Most of the settlers who have come here to 
farm lands, expecting to find soil and climate 
tauvorable to the raising of grain, hay, and corn, 
have been disappointed, except where they have 
employed irrigation. Where the lauds have 
been irrigated, even on tracts which had 
hitherto produced nothing but sage brush, hay 
and grain have been raised with success. Corn 
cannot be successfully grown, exceptin gardens 
for table use. The season is too shortin this 
high altitude of more than six thousand feot. 
It opens early enough, but it shuts down early, 
There was a frost here on the night of Sept. 5 
that made ice in pails of water left out over 
night, blasted the corn, withered the potato 
Vines, and made it necessary to get eut 
double blankets where single ones had been 
heavy enough for the coolest Summer night. 
But water is not everywhere so plentiful that 
everybody who desires to ** ditch’ his land and 
flood it can get the water forthe purpose. The 
water goes with the land here. If you buy a 
tract with aspring in it, or a ereek running 
through it and chovse to fence if in or ‘* ditch” 
it all into your own property, if cannot be pre- 
vented. Deprivation of water may drive your 
poorer next neighbor away. That may be just 
What you want, for you will be able to get his 
homestead or pre-emption tract cheap. 

Up in the hills, almost everywhere in the 
Torritory, there are streams of water that flow 
abundantly allSummer long. Cheyenne gets 
its supply from one of these streams that rises 
tn the foothills. This is procured with less 
piping than would be required to carry out an 
extensive system of irrigation over hundreds of 
thousauds of sage-brush plain. Yet it cost 
$75,000 to get this supply. Irrigation to re- 
claim large tracts can only be successfully ac- 
complished by the expenditure of much capital, 
and the combiuation to raise that capital 
of -perseus owning or controlling contig- 
uous tracts. Wyoming will probably pass 
from the hande of the Government into 
the possession of associations of per: 
sons prepared to invest their money in large 
* ditching” enterprises. The land can easily be 
ubtained under the Desert Land act without 
residence of the claimant upon the property. 
Large areas have been thus taken up, and still 
larger areas are likely to be taken upin the 
sale way. The investors will put thelr money 
into the ditches and expect to see @ return in 
the ennanced. value of lands that could not 
be made productive unless it was drenched and 
tertilized by copious deluging. 

I have reterred tothe fact that crops have 
been raised where nothing but sage brush used 
to zrow. The barren country, or, what is almost 
as bad, the sage-brush country, used to extend 
eastfar beyond Cheyenne. Without any gen- 
eral effort at irrigation, that line has been ex- 
tended west. When Cheyenne began to be rich 
and to wish to put on some adornments betitting 
the character of the Enzlish modern houses and 
churches built here, it was concluded to have 
pome trees and grass along the highways, lawns 
pbout the houses, and a grass and tree covered 
park upon the broad square given to 
the city by the Union acific Ratlroad 
when the town site was established. It had 
long been an eyesore. The whole tract was 
plowed. Grass seed was planted in the imper- 
Yectly-pulverized soil. Then it was drenched. 
Soon after it was again thoroughly sprinkled. 

he planted space was set wiih catalpa, box- 
elder, and cottonwood trees in rather too se- 
verely correct rows and too close together for 
appeurance’s sake. There was design in putting 
the trees close together. Now that they have 
attained a respectable growth, so that they 
really afford’ shade for those who care to sit 
down by the edge of the beautiful lawn, it is at 
once seen that they are like all the trees in the 
city—wind-blown. There is always afresh breeze 
here. Itis not powerful, but itso habitually 
éomes from the west that the trees all bend 
to the east a little and show a leaning 
in the direction of least resistance. In 
severai gardens which had not been cul- 
tivated the application of water made 
it possible to grow potatees, cabbaces, corn, 
tomatues, aud other garden truck. The soil is 
exactly that of the road, and no one would ask 
for a road less innocent of garden qualities. 
Very proud of these lawns and gardens are the 
Cheyennese. They are their jewels, and they 
tuke tender care of them. They are not less 
happy in showing them than they are in calling 
aitention to the street railway tbat is easily 
abeud of time, or the Union Pacific shops that 
are to bring them more population, or the Chey- 
enne and Northern Railroad that only runs 
three trains a week, but which is going through 
a grazing, coal, and iron couutry, and will 
eventually join the Northern Pacitic beyond the 
northern boundary of the Territory. 

It will be seen that the resources of Wyoming 
that are to make the Territory or the State rich 
and great are of classes that cannot be devel- 
oped without the expenditure of « great deal of 
money. The homesteader who comes here in a 
**tree-colonist sleeper” or in a prairie schooner, 
with scarcely wore than enouxk money to pay 
his fees at the olfice of the Land Register and to 
buy provisions for bis tirst Winter, will not be 
avie to dig, or pay for digging, ditches miles in 
length, overcoming obstacles that can only be 
overcome With the advice of engineers. No; 
they will have to wait until some one else has 
done the ditching, and then buy the land ata 
rate includiog age pecyeeest — Poe roe

It will be 
these men andthe other capitalists who run 
the railroads intothe coal, tron, silver, and 
grazing country, who will be tirst convinced of 
the nobleness of Wyoming’s fortune in re- 
sources. ° 

That the stories about natural wealth and con- 
siderable growth in Wyoming are not exagger- 
ated is supported by the testimony of ex-Gov. 
J. W. Hoyt, with whom I held a long conversa- 
tion on the subject. When Mr. Hoyt was Gov- 
ernor, ten years or more ago, he made a tour of 
the Territory. He went into every county and 
made personal investigation of many of the dis- 
coveries of o1] and iron and soda then reported. 
On his first trip there were only three cabins 
between Cheyenne and Fort Custer, a distance 

eater than from Albany to Buffalo, He has 

ust returned from a trip covering the same 
ground. Now there is a railroad for a third of 
the distance, with flourishing towns at frequent 
intervals. There are several well-started towns 
Deyond the railroad, and the incoming of the 
Burlington, and the extension of that line and 
the Cheyenne and Northern, will provide tne 
new town of Buftalo, the centre of the most 
active cattle business just now, with two out 
lets, and open a country rich in pasture lands 
and in deposits of cval. 

Mayor Trasbing ot Laramie told me on the 
train coming from Omaha something about the 
attempt of the Laramie people tou manufacture 
window glass. They bad made about six car- 
loads and then stopped, tinding that they could 
not compete with foreign glass brought into 
San Francisco by vessel after the foreign 
product had paid duty and cost of transporta- 
tion. This was true, too, in face of the fact that 
the rate of wages was no higher than that paid 
at Pittsburg, and the soda, coal, and silica were 
all to be had right at hand. He wanted an in- 
crease of duty to enable Laramie to develop 
this infant industry. Ex-Secretary of the Terri- 
tory *Morgan,in talking of the great deposits 
ot sodain the Territory, grew enthusiastic in 
predicting that Wyoming will soon be supplying 
the Pittsburg glassmakers with soda at about 
33 per cent. less than they are vow getting it 
from Europe. If the Laramie glassmakers 
have a 33 per eent. advantage over Pitts- 
burgin an article used in the manufacture, 
why should they need more duty? And how 
would they like it if they knew that the Repub- 
lican Senate proposed to reduce instead of in- 
crease the duty on window glass # E. G. D. 





THE MEXICAN CONGRESS.

POINTS IN THE ANNUAL MESSAGE OF 
PRESIDENT DIAZ. 


CiTy OF MEXICO, Sept. 17.—The Chamber of 
Deputies was crowded to overflowing last even- 
ing by an assemblage interested in witnessing 
the opening of the third period of sessions of 
the Eleventh Congress. When President Diaz 
was announced all arose to their feet and re- 
mained standing until he had been ‘conducted 
to the Speaker’s platform and began his ad- 
dress. Below are given points of principal in- 
terest in the message: 

MESSRS. DEPUTIES, MESSRS. SENATORS: At the 
commencement of the second year of your impor- 
tant‘tasks I come wo fulfill the constitutional re- 
quirement of manifesting to you the condition of 
puPlic affairs since my lastreport. Itis gratifying 
to me to be abie toinform you that order and tran- 
quillity exist throughout ali the land, and the ex- 
isting good harmony in our foreign relations has 
not been altered. The treaty concluded Feb. 18, 
1489, extending for five Years tho term for new re- 
counoissance and delimitation of the boundary line 
between Mexico and the United States, west of the 
Rio Bravo, has been sent to Washington for ex- 
change of ratification, in order to proceed to the 
ratification of the treaty of March 1, which estab- 
lished an international boundary commission for 
facilitating the application of the principles con- 
tained in the treaty of Nov. 12, 1834. We await 
the news of its approval by the Senate of the United 
Statea. . 

Having accepted the invitation to us to take 
part in the luternational Maritime Confererce, 
which will assemble in Washington on Oct. '16, 
with the object of protecting lite and property ou 
the sea, two delegates have been a from this 
republic. In Ocltover an assembly vf representa- 
tives of the nations of the American continent will 
gather in Washington for the purpose of consult- 
ing as tothe measures which should be adopted, 
with the view of promoting the commerce between 
said nations, as well as for the adoption of a system 
of arbitration on the questions that may arise be- 
tween them. Having accepted the invitation, the 
Mexican representatives have just been appointed. 

The delay experienced in the administration ot 
justice in some places in Texas gaye origin to just 
complaints irom vur citizens resident in that 
State against the neighboring republic. In view 
of this, IT have recommended to our Minister in 
Washington that he should take the steps necessary 
to remove these ills. 

President Diaz then referred to Mexico’s rela- 
tions with Guatemala and the Argentine Re- 
pone, and announced the expected arrival of 

iplomatic vepresentatives from. Japan and 
from the kingdom of Portugal. President Diaz 
devoted considerable space in his message to 
showing the growth of tbe postal service and 
pointing out its needs, and closed with a finan- 
ciel statement showing marked improvement in 
that direction. 

The anniversary of Mexico’s independence 
was celebratec throughout the country. Seven 
thousand soldiers and rural guards paraded. 
Immense crowds filled the streets, cheering for 
Gen. Diaz as the “ apostle of peace.”

A DISPUTE BETWEEN A RAILROAD COM- 
PANY AND A CITY. 


ELIZABETH, N.J., Sept. 17.—Great excitement 
prevailed among the city officials here this 
morning when it was discovered that the Penn- 
syivania Railrorzd Company had begun to tear 
up a portion of Railroad-avenue.- The street is 
wanted by the company forits fourth track to 
Jersey City, but the City Council does not want 


to close it unless the company pledges itself to 
elevate its tracks at the dangerous Morria-av- 
enue grade crossing. 

The news that the company had assumed the 
aggressive spread rapidly and a crowd, iuclua-- 
jing several members of the City Council, gath- 
ered at the scene of operations. President 
Smith of the board hastened to consult Mayor 
Grier, but his Honor was sick and could not-bé 
seen. In this emergency President Smith held 
a hurried eonsultation with City Attorney 
Bergen and decided to assume the functions of 
Acting Mayor. He dispatched ‘an order to the 
Street Commissioner instructing that function- 
ary totake prompt steps to stop the ratlroad 
company from laying its tracks either across 
Morris-avenue or on Railroad-avenue, and if 
any resistanve was offered to.call upon the Police 
Department tor assistance. 

Commissioner Stratemeyer at once ordered 
the railroad men to stop work. This their fore- 
man, after a consultation with the railroad otti- 
cials, agreea to do pending some action by the 
Street and Railroad Committees ot the ity 
Council, which body held a special meeting this 
afternoon to discuss the situation, and devided 
not to permit the Pennsylvania Company to go 
aliead until it can. produce a clear title to the 
land on both sides of Morris-aveuue. 

There is a triangular plot of land. at the inter- 
section of the New-Jersey Central Railroad 
with the Pennsylvania on Morris-avenue that 
is claimed by the. city. The Pennsyivania Com- 
pany has to cross this land with its fourth 
track, and this isthe point on which the dis- 
pute binges. Unless the railroad company can 
show thatit owns this plot, the City Council 
claims it can, under the law, blook the passage 
of the track, and thatthe raila cannot be laid 
on this land without permission from tne city. 

Every indication points to a sharp conflict of 
autbority before many days between the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company and the city of 
Elizabeth over this right of way. 





VERY LIKE YHKLLOW FEVER. 


THE SICK PASSENGER ON THE STEAMER 
HONDO DIES AT QUARANTINE. 


Itis now a pretty well authenticated fact that 
Health Officer Smith was not any too careful in 
detaining the sick man who arrived on Monday 
asa passenger on the steamship Hondo, from 
Greytown, Nicaragua. The patient, Joseph Fen- 
nell, who hadbeen transferred to the Quarantine 
Hospital at Swinburne Island, died yesterday 
noon. There was little doubt that the disease 
which he was suffering from, and which proved 
fatal, was yellow fever. 

Although the symptoms were decidedly similar 
to those of yellow fever there were also lacking 
certain peculiarities -which distinguish that 
malady.

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IN VIOLATION OB LAW. 


OFFICIALS WHO FAIL TO REGISTER 
MARRIAGES AND BIRTHS. 


HARTFORD, Sept. 17.—The violation of the 
public statutes in this Staté relating to birth, 
marriage, and death returns has become 80 
serious that the State Board of Health has taken 
the matter in hand and will enforce the penal- 
ties hereafter. The laws are specific in regard 
to the return of marriage certificates. Tt is en- 
forced upon clergymen and Justices of the 
Peace performing the marriage ceremony to 
return the certificate to the Register of the 
town in which the martiage occurs not. -later 
than during the first week of the month next 
succeeding the event. The penalty for viola- 
tion of this provision is a fine of $10. Itseldom 
occurs that a Justice of the Peace fails to make 
the return, but in the case of clergymen Anfrac- 
tion of the law is exceedingly common. © 

In this city a few years ago a surprising state 
of things in this respect was exposed by the 
settlement of a prominent clergyman’s affairs 
after his death, The reverend offender was 
Prof. Edwin E. Johnson of Trinity College, who 
occupied the rectorship of Trinity Church at 


the time of his death seven ge ago. He was 
aman of marked scholarship, and would have 
counted it a singular defect of character to be 
capable of deliberate violation of thelaw. But 
at his demise it was found that he had persist- 
ently broken the law relating to the return of 
marriage certificates. As Many as twenty were 
discovered among his papers which he had not 
evén signed, much less, recorded. The twenty 
heads of families who had been married by him 
had not a shred of legal proof that the marriage 
ceremony had been performed. Prof. Johnson 
had fortunately preserved the names of the 
married couples, and the dates and witnésses 
of the marriage. His wife had also been a wit- 
nessin each case, and through her aid and a 
generous interpretation of the powers vested in 
the Registers ‘the records were made out. But 
for weeks there was a great deal of anxiety in 
the homes affected by the clergyman’s neglect 
to obey the law. ‘ 
Within two or three weeks a fruitless attempt 
has been made in the Registrar’s office here 
to tind the record of William Morgan’s mart- 
riage. It occurred seven years ago, and should 
have been reported by the olergy man intrusted 
with the ceremony. The official return was not 
made, and there ts no legal proof of the mar- 
riage contract. A substitute, however, can be 
arranged, which will be given a standing 1 


court. 
In the Catholic and Episcopal churches the 
records are preserved, aud when the marriages 


‘are performed by ministers of these bodies

Under this enactment regular forms 
of record are furnished to the Kegistrar of each 
town. It is made thé duty of that official to 
transmit to the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health before the seventh day of each month 
a statement giving the Vital statistics 6f the 
town. 

In the matter of birth refurns there haé been 
grave negiect on the part of physicians through- 
out the State. Now and then a lamentable in- 
stance of the kind in asene isexposed. The 
death of Alderman Burké of thié: city since the 
present system of registration. was instituted by 
the State was the occasion 6F unhappy disclos- 
ures. The Aiderinan had served honorably in 
the war, and was a meinber of Nathaniel Lyon 
Post ot tne Grand Army heré. He left six chil- 
dren, who were entitled tu pension. But when 
the effort was made to procure thé legal proofs 
concerning birth it wag found that only two of 
the six children had beén reported to the Regis- 
trar. In the remaining four cases the returns 
of birth had not been made. The Town Regis- 
trar says the returns have not yet been pro- 
cured. Similar cases 1m other towus and cities 
of the State could be cited. Z 

The prosecution instituted last week against 
the pastor of the Church of the Sacred Heart, 
in New-Haven, for neglecting to return to 
the Town Registrar there eighteen marriage cer- 
tificates, the period of neégiect extending as far 
back as January, is the beginning of legal steps 
to enforce the statutes throughout the State, 
compelling the proper returns to be made in 
reference to Vital stacistics, 

The Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
Dr. C. A. Lindsley of New-Haven, in a state- 
ment which he has just submitted to the Hon. 
A. &. Burr of this city, who is a member of 
the board, sass: ‘‘One or the most serious diffi- 
culties inthe way of complete registration is 
the negligence of the clérgy and the doctors.” 
The State board is composed of six mem- 
bers, each holding office for the term of 
six years. The present members are 
Prof. William H. Brewer of New-Haven, Ralph 
8. Goodwin of Thomaston, Dr. John S. Butler 
of Hartford, Dr. Grove H. Wilson of Mériden, 
and the Hons. A. E. Burr and Elisha Johnson 
of this city. Dr. Wilson and Mr. Burr were re- 
appointed by Gov. Bulkeley during the last sea- 
sion ot the Legislature. The board is one of 
the most important in the State, and is intrust- 
ed with extraordinary prerogatives in cases of 
public emergency. In case of the prevulence 
of Asiatic cholera in this country, and should un- 
usual precautions become necessary, the board 
is authorized to oxceed its annual sppconriesion 
for the public safety, such excess to be voted by 
the members unanimously and to receive the 
Governor's approval. The Le«islature last 
Winter appropriated $10,000 to be used by the 
board during the current tiscal period, $10,060 
for use in case of Asiatic cholera,.and $5,000 to 
be expended in investigating thé pollution of 


streams In the State. ae . 


IN A MONOPOLY’S GRASP. 





THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY CLUTCH- 
ING AT CONNECTICUT PROPERTY. 


HARTFORD, Sept. 17.—The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has obtained permission from the Court 
of Common Council of this city to erect one of 
its warehouses here for the storage of oil. The 
structure is to be of brick and will be in the 
neighborhood of the New-York and New-Eng- 
land and the Hartford and Connecticut Valley 
Roads. Itis a section of the city that is occu- 
pied mainly by a foreign population, béing in 
what is known as the Sixth Ward. The Cheney 
Silk Works are not far from the site of the 


warehouse. The petition for permission to 
build was shrewdly engineered, and the priy- 
flege was actually granted before the public 
knew what was designed. 

The company, it is stated, intend to make 
Hartford the base of operations in supplying 
the surrounding towns and cities with oil. 
Reservoir tanks will be builtin connéétion With 
the warehouse and the dealers will be supplied 
from them directly. [tisthe plan of thé com- 
pany to erect a system of warelouses through- 
out the State. The managers have contracted 
for the construction of buildings on property 
owned by them in Meriden, which 18 most ad- 


-vantageously situated from a railroad point of 


view. Serious objections, however, have been 
raised by residents of that city, and the opposi- 
tion to the storage of oil there is likely to be 
implacable on the part of the property owners. 

In Middletown the company’s plans have also 
met with obstructions. o effort will be madé 
to establish a warehouse in New-Britain, which 
oan be supplied from Hartford without diticu)- 
ty. Tho Standard Oil Company has gained its 
strongest roothold in the State at this point, and 
will utilize every foot of land which it controls,

HAY, MILE, AND BUITER, 


ALL DAMAGED BY THE RAINS AND THE 
HOT WEATHER. 

Wind and rain have done a great deal of dam- 

age to country produce. The new hay crop es 

pectafly has suffered greatly. Much hay that 


‘was not thoroughly dried has been soaked, and | 


has not only lost its bright color, butin many 
instances is becoming musty and moldy. 
Even the hay that was placed under cover has 
not escaped the injurious effects of the storm. 
The excessive dampness has permeated the 
stored stook and caused mold 

The salt hay crop is reported to be partially 
destroyed by the storm. The high tides and 
furious waves tore out large quantities of the 
grass and carried it out to sea. Prices in the 
market have begun to advance in anticipation 
of a short crop. 

The farmers of New-York and New-Jersey 


who raise hay will be sufferers by the storm, as’ 


they will have to sell their stock at lower prices 
than formerly. The disappointment to them 
will be especially keen because the grass dur- 
ing the Summer was plentiiul, luxuriant, and 
gave promise of un excellent quality of hay. 
The New-York markets will ‘have to look to 
Ohio and Lilinois, and the hay trade with those 
States — to increase very considerably. 

Milk has been affected by the muggy weather 
of the lust tive or six days. Itis true that the 
supply is still considerable, but very much of 
what ts sent to the city has been souring on the 
way. Good sweet milk has been comparatively 
scarce, and itis probable that there will soon 
be an advance in the wholesale price. 

Large dealers complain that the profits in 
milk have been greatly curtailed. The great 
competition among retail dealers has reduced 
the price, and even large hotels are clamoring 
for cheap milk. Large dealers think that the 
only means of Making a tuir profit in milk 
would be a milk trust that would have depots 
in various parts in the city and thus monopo- 
lize the retail trade by sending round the milk 
in itsown wagons. As 1t is now, the retailers 
incur great expense in the delivery of milk to 
their customers. Sometimes as many as twenty 
or thirty wagons, belonging to as many retalil- 
ers, deliver mik in a single street. 

Butter bas also been affected by the muggy 
weather, for much of it is becoming rancid. The 
taste of the people of New-York has been un- 
dergoing @ change in regard to butter within 
the past year ortwo. They are no longer con- 
tent with ordinary qualities, but ask for the 
best. Of fine qualities there is not much at 
present in the city, and fair prices are obtained, 
but of medium and inferior grades of butter 
there is more than enough to last New-York 
three months should not a pound be received in 
that time. Speculators who had invested large 
amounts of money in buying up butter earlier 
in the season and had put it into cold storage 
for a rise are often vainly urging dealers to take 
their stock off their hanas. 

A dealer said yesterday that a friend of his 
had called on a speoulator who had urged him 
to buy butter of him. The friend sampled the 
butter and found it to be a fair dairy quality. 
He ottered 10 cents a pound for it, thinking, of 
course, that the speculator would refuse to sell 
it at that price. ut he was surprised when the 
speculator took him up*and told him he could 
take the entire stock. Tne day before, the spec- 
ulator had sold a quantity at 910 cents per 
pound. The only hope of the speculators now 
lies in @ demand for export, but exporters 
were somewhat timid about buying, and 
yesterday, when the thermometer kept rising, 
some said they were afrajd the butter would 
melt before 1t could be loaded on the steamers.

KILLED IN PRIZE RING. 


FATAL ENDING OF A BRUTAL ENCOUN- 
TER IN A ST. LOUIS SALOON. 


Sr. Louis, Sept. 17.—A brutal prize fight 
ocourred at the saloon of the Daly Brothers, 
local bruisers of considerable note, last night, 
which has resulted in the death of one of the 
participants. Thomas E. Jackson, aged eighteen 
years, is the victim. He fought Ed Ahearn, 
local light-weight champion, eleven rounds, and 
at the openifiz of the twelfth fell fainting in 
his seconds’ arms. The fight throughout was 
one of the most desperate battles ever wit- 
nessea in aring, ‘science’ being lost sight of, 
and give-and-take slugging marking the fight 
throughout. The first blood was brought in the 


first round, more of it in the second, and by the 
time half adozeun rounds had been fought the 
men aud their seconds were covered with blood, 
as was the sawdust on the floor of thering, 
while the water with which the fighters were 
sponged was as red as blood itself. 

When Jackson fell unceusclous in his seconds’ 
arins he was carried to & room above the Dalys’ 
saloon and three physiclaus were called in. 
They worked vigorously, but withuut avail, and 
at.11 o’clock this morning Jackson died. At8 
o'clock his mother, Mrs. George M. Jackson, 
wife of the weil-known local Greenbacker, was 
notitied, and sat at her son’s bedside, completely 
overcome, while the spark of life slowly faded 
out. The affair has created intense excitement, 
as prominent people will likely become in- 
volved. Tho referee was the sporting editor of 
a leading morning paper. 

The spectators were principally pool alley 
sports, who made up a purse of $30, for whico 
the men, or rather boys, contested. Two-ounce 
hard gloves were used. Bob Farrel] and Charlie 
Daly seconded Ahearn, and Steve Burns and 
Mike Mooney lovked after Jackson. Tue fight 
started at midnight, and the eleven bloudy 
rounds can be described as wholly without 
science. The crowd of sports sneaked out and 
left the battered fighter on Charlie Daly’s hands. 
Daly, who has fought some well-known men, 
among them Meyer, the Streator (Ill) pugiliat 
who wade a draw with Light-weight Champion 
McAuliffe, did xll he could for the dying boy, 
but without no avail. ‘ne dead boy’s body now 
lies in a room over the saluon where he fought, 
his face unrecognizable, and his mother and 
two brothers are alone with their dead, while 
Chief of Policé Huebler has ordered the arrest 
ot all parties concerned in the affair. 

Jackson was well known in fighting circles as 
Jack King, and his parents were ignorant of his 
pugilistic amoition. Ahearn is a gastitter by 
occupation and a fighter by inclination.

The glazier turned with a satisfied expression 
to his wife, whose black eyes snapped with de- 
termination as she replied tor him: “I am 
strong myself; I can work for both of us.”

THE CITY OWES THEM OVER $240,000. 
The papers in the suit by the contractors 


‘Roagers, Shanly & Co. against the city were 


served upon Controller Myers yesterday after- 
nooh by Wales F. Severance of W. Bourke 
Cockran's office. The complaint alleges that 
the firm are sub-contractors under contracts 
made Feb. 3, 1886, by the Aqueduct Commis- 
gsioners with John Brunton & Co. for the con- 
struction of Sections 13 and 14 of the new 
Croton Aqueduct; that they took assignments 
of the contracts and went on with the work, 
and that they completed the same Nov. 1, 1888, 


when the city should have paid them. Their 
total bill was $1,322,399 20, of which they 
have been paid only $1,094,098 03, leaving a 
balance of $228,301 17 unpaid. 

Claims are also put in for $450 for taking care 
of the water on the sections after completion, 
for $11,750 for damages by delay caused by 
water overflowing, and $1,051 13 for connect- 
ing Section 15 with Section 14, which Mr. 
Rodgers says it was uot his duty to do under 
the contract. 

The claim has been presented to the Aqueduct 
Commissioners and the Controller. ‘ne de- 
tendart has twenty days to put in an answer, 
and the case will then be brought to-trial in the 
Supreme Court befure a jury or sent to a referee.

to be extensively circulated. The faces of the 
gambiers, which had heen glum for so many 
weeks, beamed as they gazed at the open doors. 
They had begun to believe that the wave of 
morality would never recede. The agile little 
balls were taken from their sockets at the top 
of the roulette wheels and sent spinning and 
buzzing around by the cunnirg fingers of the 
dealers. In voices grown a little bit husky from 
lack of practice, the dealers chanted this lay: 
“Round and round the little ball goes, 
Where it will stop nobody knows.” 

The dealing boxes and cards and checks were 
taken from the safes, and the faro “lay outs” 
were carefully dusted. Gentlemen, firm in the 
belief that luck would be theirs, pulled out 
mosey in response to the statement by the pro- 
prietors that they could have * checks for money 
and money for oheake.” 

The door of the famous “ Washington game,” 
at the corner of Thirty-first-street and Sixth- 
avenue, was placed famillarly aslant about 
noon, and men with expectant looks on their 
faces began to saunter in. This is one of the 
wealthiest games in the city. Across the street, 
on the Broadway corner, Mr. “Justin” Me- 
Carty’s reception began about 1 o’clock. So 
did Mr. George Clark’s, around on Sixth-avenue. 
The vestibule of Mr. Briggs Perry’s house in 
Thirty-first-street was thrown wide open, and 
Mr. Perry smiled as much as heever smiles. In 
the evening the lights streamed out through 
the transoms that have been so dismally dark 
since the middie of July. 

‘*They are all open,” said a gambler, stand- 
ing at the corner of Broadway and Thirty-tirst- 
street.

THE OLVIL SERVIOH LAW. 


A MOVEMENT BEGUN TO SECURE 
REPEAL. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 17.—At the meeting of the 
State League of Republican Clubsin this city 
next week a resolution asking Congress to re- 
peal the Civil Service act will be offered for pas- 
sage. This proposition comes from the eastern 
end of the State. Twoor three clubs in Phila- 
delphia have instructed their delegates to s up- 
port such a resolution should it be offered. In- 
ternal Revenue Collector David Martin of Phila- 
delphia has come out plainly in the public press 
and declared himselfin favor of the repeal of 
the act, which he characterizes as impractica- 
ble and useless. He can see no great benetit 
arising from its enforcement. The heads of the 
departments, bureaus, and oftices, he claims, 


are responsible for the efficient service of their 
employes, and to them alune the Government 
looks tor the proper management and conduct 
of theseveral departments. It is to the interest 
of these men, Le argues, to employ only compe- 
tent men, and in a Kepublican*form of Govern- 
ment, he says, it 18 contrary to the nature of 
things to haveastrict entorcement of a civil 
service law. 

The most prominent advocacy of a repeal of 
the law comes from the Anti-Cobden elub of 
Philadelphia, of which Mr. Martin is a member, 
and delegates to the League trom this organ- 
ization have received specific instructions to 
support the resolution. A canvass among the 
leading members of the Republican organiza- 
tions of this city develuped the fact that the pro- 
posed resolution was a@ genuine surprise to 
them. Pittsburg conservatism asserted itself 
as soon as the ides was broached. The impor- 
tance of the move was recognized, and nota 
single politician spoken to would utter an 
opinion for publicatior. Several members of 
the Americus, Tariff, and Young Men's Repub- 
licam Clubs expressed themselves as willing 
thatthe resolution should be brought before 
the convention, but as doubting the advisabili- 
ty of any action without the fullest cousidera- 
tion of the subject.

A BRITISH “ELECTRICIAN” WHO OUGHT 
TO READ THE NEWSPAPERS, 


AvBeRY, N. Y., Sept. 17.—The Kemmler case 
came up before Judge Day to-day, who heard 


' arguments on the evidence taken by Referee 


Becker. Bourke Cockran of New-York and 
Charles Hatch of Buffalo appeared for Kemm- 
ler, and Attorney General Tabor and Assistant 
Kennepick of Buffalo for the people. Referee 
Becker and Dr. Southwick of Buffalo were also 
present. . 

Bourke Cockran began his argument at 11:30 
oclock. It was much in the same line as upon 
the previous hearing. He said that in all the 
expert testimony taken not a witness could tell 
precisely how electricity caused death, although 
Harold P. Brown affirmed that it destroyed the 
nerves and brain.

post-mortem examinations in cases of death by 
electricity contradicted this assertion, and the 
whole subject was enshrouded in doubt and un- 
certainty. He repeated his previous assertion 
that no mortal but the poor wretod in the base- 
ment of aay Prison had promised him any 
reward for his efforts in behalr of the accused. 

Attorney General Tabor spoke for an hour in 
defense of the electrical execution law. He 
also filed a brief with the court. Judge Day re- 
served his decision. * 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—In a discussion before the 
British Association on the subject of electric- 
ity, W. H. Preece, Chief Electrician of the Pos 


Office Department, said that the act recently 
»agsed by the New-York Legislature providing 
or the execution of condemned murderers by 
electricity would have to be rescinded. He 
claimed that it was impossible toget a current 
of sutticient intensity to kill a man with cer- 
tainty.

RED BANE, N, J., Sept. 17.—The storm did not 
injure the North Shrewsbury River oysters.

The oysters down the river, between 
Fair Haven and Oceanic, are notso fresh as 
those planted between Fair Haven and Red 
Bank. The difference is caused bythe numerous 
fresh-water springs at the head of the river 
near Ked Bank, while at Oceanic there are no 
springs to speak of. The Red Bank oysters are 
of a better color, however, and fatter, but none 
of them find their way to the New-York mar- 
kets, as the cropis bought up by the local res- 
tauranot keepers.

DEBASING ADMISSIONS 
OROSS-KEXAMINATION. 

THE PRINCIPAL WITNESS AGAINST HENRY 
8. IVES REPEATEDLY ADMITS THAT 
HE IS A PERJURER. ‘ 


The feature of thetrial of Henry 8. Ives yes- 
terday was the scathing cross-examination of 
Ecward W. Woodruff, the State’s principal wit- 
ness. The aim of Mr. Ives’s counsel, Mr. 
Brooke, obviously was to show that the witness, 
whose memory of things favorable to the prose- 
cution’s line of evidence had been excellent, 
was not as ready a source of information on 
other matters. The relentless lawyer was very 
successful in this endeavor. He asked Woodtfuff 
questions relating to the most trivial details 
and was rewarded with a succession of evasive 
answers, such as “Ido not recollect,” “ I can’t 
say,” &e. ‘ 

Mr. Brooke continued in the same line of re- 
search during the entire morning session, The 
witness was very evidently determined that he 
would say nothing which could hurt the prose- 
cution’s case, and he followed this policy perti- 
nac ously. When the morning session was over 
the impression left on the minds of those who 
bad heart Woodruff’s testimony was that he 
had learued by heart certain facts te be stuck 
to, aod that, when asked to step omtside of 
them, he was all at sea. 

in tbe afternoon the defendant’s counsel de- 
voted two hours to torturing his victim into re- 
peated acknowledgments that he had in the in- 
terest of his employer repeatedly committed 
willful and corrgpt perjury. At first the 
audience laughed aloud, as a court audience al- 
ways does over the spectacle of a@ man more or 
less calmly acknowledging himself to be a per- 
jurer. By and by it only snickered when the 
witness had to repeatafresh his lamentable con- 
fession, and finally the acknowledgment had be- 
come so tame and uninteresting that it caused 
no sensation at all. 

Woodruff went on the stand at about 11:15, 
and in answer to Mr, Brooke’s questions said 
that he was twenty-eight years old, and was 
born in Newark, WN. J., graduating at the public 
schools there. At Dauchy & Co.’s advertising 
office, where ho first met Ives, bis duties con- 
sisted of writing letters. Ives was there before 
he arrived. He left there tirst, having been dis- 
charged. His desk was near Ives's, but thoir 
acquaintance was acasual one. He was after- 
ward a clerk in the People’s Fire Insurance 
Company. : 

‘Were you discharged from there or did you 
leave of your own accord?” he was asked. 

“Neither one,” he replied. 

“Then you have been there ever since ?” 

** Not at all.” 

“How do you explain your statement?” 

“The company tailed,” 

The audience laughed ‘at Mr. Brooke's discom- 
titure and began to think that Woodruff was a 
pretty bright fellow. He went on to say that 
his next Job was with Enos Richardson & Co., 
manufacturers of jewelry, in Newark. He was 
with them several months as assistant book- 
keeper, and left them voluntarily. He went 
from them to the United States Express Com- 
pauy in Newark, where he was cashier. He 
was there either six months or eighteen months, 
be could Dot positively say which. He left 
there to go with Ives, who was then 
engaged in buying and selling  stucks 
und bonds. His time when working for Ives 
was mostiy spent in writing letters. He was 
promised abS$ per cent. interest in the business, 
but did not get it. He thought he arew drafts 
for his salary apon the tirm with which Ives 
Was conuecied, but was not certain. His drafts 
never exceeded his salary, except in one in- 
stance. One day Mr. Ives informed bim that he 
Was a partner of the firm—this without any pre- 
vious intimation. He said he was giad of it. He 
was to have 15 per cent. of the profits. This 
arrangement lasted from the spring of 1884 
till Dee. 1, 1886, or Jan. 1, 1887, with inter- 
ruptions, lves occasionally telling him he was not 
@® partner and again telling him be was one. 
The last time be became a partner he was given 
a oS per cent. interestin the firm on the under- 
standing that he obey Mr. Ives’s orders in every 
respect. He never did anything important 
without either first consulting lves or receiving 
his instructions, When Ives, Stayner and Dore- 
linus formed the new firm he became Ives's con- 
lidential clerk. There were difticulties about 
his getting into the partnership. He had heard 
since, from Ives, that he was obnoxious to Mr. 
Stayner and that was why he was not admitted 
to the firm. He was Instructea to report to 
[ves all conversations which he overheard in 
the oiiice. 

Mr. Brooke questioned the witness regarding 
his tir-t trip to Cincinnati to join Ives and Stay- 
ner. He did not remember that Stayner stren- 
uously opposed his appointment as Secretary of 
the road in the event of their securing control 
otit. He hoped when he went to Cincinnatt 
that he would get the appointment. He weil 
remembered the day on which he beeame the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Cuincinuati, 
Hamilton and Davton Railroad. He had never 
held such a position before. He returned to 
New-xork from Cincinnati in a private car. He 
had ** quite some” conversation with Stayner, 
and it was of a pleasant nature. The party was 
met at the foot of Chambers-street, this city, 
by Stayner’s carriage, and on the way to Stay- 
ner’s house to breakfast Ives and Stayner rode 
in the carriage and Woodruff sat on the box 
with the driver. Tne books of the road were in 
charge of ives during the trip. 

Mr. Brooke pressed Woodruff for a lot of 
minor particulars connected with his breakfast- 
ing at stayner’s the morning they arrived from 
Cincinnati, and the witness declared he could 
not remember them, Hig failure to remember 
matters aud evident wish to conceal facts were 
apparent. 

“ You remember having your breakfast?” one 
3 9g jurors asked sarcastically, raising a 
augh. 

* But not whether the potatoes were baked or 
boiled?” District Attorney Fellows asked by way 
of rejoinder, causing a pretest by Mr. Brooke 
against his commenting upon a juror’s question. 

Woodruff repeated his previous testimony re- 
garding the visit to an upper room in the house 
and the filling out of the certificates wnich had 
been signed in blank by Short at Cincinnati. 
His memory as to peity details was again poor 
and ** Don’t know” was his frequent answer. He 
didn’t remember whom he met at breaktast, if 
anybody, besides Ives and Stayner. 

Woodruff said he resigned his position as Sec- 
retary and Treasurer Aug. 11, 1887, the day on 
which Henry 8 Ives & Coassigned. He re- 
signed at the suggestion of Mr. Ives. Could not 
aay whether his resignation was in writing. 
The fulare of the firm was suggested to him as 
@ reason for his resigning. They agreed that if 
they didn’t resign they’d all get kicked eut, but 
there was no concert of action in this respect 
ber ween himselt, [ves, and Stayner. He did not 
know how his resignation was torwarded to the 
company. 6 

“Were you drunk or sober on the day that 
ren pra in your resignation?’ Mr. Brooke 
asked. 

“I don’t know,” he replied. 

** Don’t you remember that you were so drunk 
that you were carried out of [vesa’s office and 
say in a carriage and driven off and put to 

eu?” 

“‘T was never drunk in my life.” e 

“How do you recgncile that statement with 
the one that you not kuow whether you 
were drunk or not?” 

“ J must have misunderstood the question.” 

Woodruff went on to say that he took the first 
transfer book away from the office when he 
made out the new one. This was about four 
and a half months before the failure. He could 
not tell why he took the book away. He knew 
at the time, but he had forgotten since. [Laugh- 
ter.] ‘There were present when he made a 
statement regarding the book Mr. Parker, 
Julius Dexter, Joseph Coult, witness’s connsel, 
a stenographer, aud himeelf. He was then un- 
der arrest and pad been for four days locked up 
in a Newark police station. He did not know 
Wiat he bad been arrested for until later. He 
afterward learned that he had been indicted to- 
gether with Ives and Stayner for grand 
larceny from and _ fraudulent issue of 
stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Railroad. He came voluntarily 
to New-York and did not know that 
his protection from prosecution “had been ar- 
ranged tor. His counsel did not tell him that if 
he made certam statements he would be saved 
from prosecution. Be knew: from his counsel 
that he had been placed in his counsel’s custody 
unl further orders of the court. He did not 
know that Julius Dexter was the witness 
against niin in regard to the fraudulent issue of 
stock. Up tothe day he resigned his position 
on the railroad he was very careful. not to tell 
auy one about the issue of stock made at Stay- 
ner's house June 21, 1886. 

He acknowledged that he was examined asa 
witness In Certain proceedings ugainst Ives 
and Stayner involving. various transactions 
the facis © whbich:had been brought out in 
this trial, He was examined in a suit brought 
by Albert Netter against Chrmstopher Meyer 
and Ives and Stayner. He was examined in De- 
cember, 1888, by Judge Harmon, and cross- 
_exawined by Judge Ramsay. Be remembered 
testifying to the effevt that Meyer went into 
the oftice of the company and asked about the 
stocx, how many transfers had been made, and 
who own d the stock. He wanted to know 
who Thomus Moore was, and whether the 
stock in his name was a part of the stock 
owned by the syndicate. Witness told him that 
it was. Meyor asked for a list of the holders of 
the pool stucx, and witness made it out for 
him. 

-** What pool was that?’ he was asked. 

“T don’t know. I remember testifying about 
the pool stock, but I don't know what pool I 
then referred to. [Laughter] I don’t remem- 
ber.” 

Woodruff went on to say_that when Ives and 
€tayner were on trialin Cincinnati he, also in- 
dicted with them, went into the court room, but 
the District attorney told him to get out. 

**What did he say?’ 

“He was informed that I was in the court 
room, and said’: ‘Tell the dirty —— to get out 
of this room.’ ’ 

“Waan’t it lying, &c., that the District Attor- 
my snid ?”’

While there 
he made a number of statements for the District 
Attorney. Subsequently to this he was again 
examined as a witness in the Netter-Meyer 
case, and testitied, 

“Dia you ever give Meyer any statement in 
relation to the operations of Ives & Co. of the 
so-called Cincinnati syndicate %”

* And you also testified later that you did not 
make out the statemeut asked for by Meyer as 
described in your previous testimony in the 
same case ?”’

‘“‘When you made the first statement you 
knew you were committing willful and deliber- 
ate perjury ?’”’ 

“Yes, Sir, I did.” 

From thig time for an hour Mr. Brooke con- 
tinued to read contradictory statements made 
by the witness in the case of Netter against 
Meyer, the first made when he was acting with 
the [ves party before trouble came, the latter 
after he had been arrested and had held confer- 
ences with the District Attorney’s office. The 
witness listened to them and one after another 
acknowledyed that the statements were irrecon- 
‘Cilable and that he was telling the truth the 
‘second time, but * willfully and vorruptly per- 
juring himself” thé first time. The audience 
laughed every time the witness repeated this 
debasing admission. 

Mr. Brooke read from the witness’s latest tes- 
timony in the Netter case in which he contra- 
dicted his previous statements, and again the 
witness acknowledged that he had willfully per- 
jured himself. 

** You declined to testify until you received an 
assurance that you would not be prosecuted ?” 
he was asked. 

“‘[ did not require such an assurance, but I 
felt it was best to get it.” 

Mr. Brooke put another question to the wit- 
ness, intimating that he had been promised im- 
munity, whereupon District Attorney Fellows 
objected to the question and said that he de- 
nied that any promise had ever been made of 
immunity to the witness by anybody connected 
with the District Attorney’s oftice. Mr. Brooke 
said he would put Assistant District Attorney 
Parker on the stand in connection with the 
Statement before the trial was over. 

Woodruff said that the only promise he had 
had of leniency came from his own counsel, Mr. 
Coult. He returned a negative answer when 
asked whether the temporary transfer book 
which he had carried off to Newark with him 
and had turned over to the District Attorney’s 
Office after his arrest had been compiled by 
him for the purpose of supporting his evidence 
on behalf of the State, 

Mr. Brooke sought tointroduce a letter for 
the purpose of showing that the relations of 
Woodrutt and the other defendants were not 
such as to show that Woodruff was the slave 
and creature of Ives as he had stated, but the 
court refused to admit it. 

The following letter, however, was admitted 
and read: 

CHATELET CLUB, NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 19, 1889. 

MY DEARIVES: Yourt. d. [telegraphic dispatch] 

While I should be pleasex on the score of 
personal regard to see you, yet carefulness forbids 
it until some steps have been taken to straighten 
matters out. Until you can make your compromise 
I shall be scarce. Kk. W. WOODRUFF. 

Woodruff said that he waspresent at the 
Court House in Cincinnati when Ives ana Stay- 
ner were on trial. He remembered a consulta- 
tion between Netter, Ives, Stayner, Judge Wil- 
son, Judge Hannon, Mr. Warrington, and 
Thomas B. Paxton at Albert Netter’s house on 
the Sunday previous to the trial. He remem- 
bered Judge Wilson taking him apart and ask- 
ing him to tell them all whether there was 
anything wrong and his replying: “There is 
nothing wrong. I assure you on my honor 
that neither Mr. Ives, Mr. Stayner, nur myself 
have done anything wrong in eonnection 
with the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Road since it came under our control.” He also 
told the District Attorney at Cincinnati that it 
was no use to put him on the stand forthe 
State, because he knew nothing that was wrong 
about Ives and Stayner; also that in some 
things Ives and Stayner might have been care- 
less, but that in everything connected with the 
railroad they had been straight and honest. 

This endeu the cross-examination. 

Iu reply to Mr. Parker Woodruff said he had 
been told by Ives that he bud made arrange- 
meuts to have.bim called aside by those lawyers 
and asked those questions inorder that he might 
muke those answers which Ives then instructed 
him to make. Ives said his object was to deceive 
his lawyers in regard to the case. Woodruff 
said that at the time he had written the letter'to 
Ives Which had been read in court Ives and 
Stayner were in Ludlow-Street Jail ona civil 
suit bought by the road against them. He fre- 
quently visited them in jail, and had been there 
= by lves to make statements in their be- 

alt. 

The first time he agreed to make a statement 
in the case was at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, and 
it was some time after his arrest. He knew 
then that be had to be indicted. With regard to 
his contradictory statements in the Netter case 
he said that the latter ones were the true ones. 
The untrue statements were made under in- 
structions by Ives, who told him to testify to 
the statement set forthin his untrue evidence 
that he saw Meyer sign the agreement, At the 
time Ives told him that there was nothing 
wrong in his doing so, as Meyer had really 
signed such a document. . 

A juror asked whether the witness gave a 
bond for good conduct when Secretary. He 
said that he was obliged to give 2 bond accord- 
ing to the by-laws of the company, and that 
Ivea told bim he had better go ruund to tne 
Fidelity Guarantee Company and see whether 
he could not get a bond there. He found that 
he would have to pay 5 percent. for the bond 
of $250,000, and ‘when he told Mr. Stayner of 
this the latter said that he could let the matter 
zo. That was the last he heard of the bond, 
and be was not under bond ali the time be was 
Secretary of the company. 

To Mr. Broeke he said that he was not sure 
whether the bond was $50,000 or $250,000. 
He thought it was $250,000. He could 
have found it out in the by-laws, but he 
didn’t care encugh abveut the by-laws to look 
tbem up. All he cared about was to do exactly 
what ives told him to dv. If he wanted to 
know anything about the by-laws he would ask 
Ives or Stayner and would be perfectly satistied 
with what they told him. He had never reaa 
the by-laws during all tae time that he was Sec- 
retary of the company. 

The court audience enjoyed a hearty laugh at 
this statement. 

Another juryman tried his hand on the wit- 
ness. 

* Do you belong to the church?’ he asked. 

“Yes, Sir,” Woodruff replied. 

**Wuat one?” 

“First Dutch Reformed.” 

**How long have you belonged to it?”’ 

“Fourteen years,”’ 

‘“*What’s that got to do with the case?” asked 
the Recorder sternly. 

“I just wanted to know,” the juror replied 
and subsided. 

“You belonged to the church all the time you 
committed these forgeries?” Mr. Brooke asked. 

** Yes, Sir.’ 

“and the Reformed Church, too?” 

** Yes, Sir.” 

Robert B. Smith, another of Ives’s clerks, was 
placed on the stand. He said he lived in Ber- 
zen wegen N. J., and that he was the as- 
sistant of Nevius, the cashier in A. 8. Ives 
& Co.’s office, yt to the time of the firm’s as- 
signment. He elped keep bookS under 
Nevius’s supervision. In the security book the 
account of the Cincinnati syndicate was kept. 
He remembered that June 21, 1886, a 
block of 6,000. shares of Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton Railroad camein. He iden- 
tified the firm’s blotter, which he kept in 1886. 
He remembered that immediately prior to the 
railroad clection Ives and Stayner were absent 
from the office. On the Monday following they 
Teturned to the office. About an hour after 
they arrived a big block of 6,000 shares of Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton stock was 
thrown down upon his desk by Ives, who said 
that it gave them control of the road. He en- 
ee stock in the blotter very svon after he 
got 

Theodore N. Nevius, the cashier of Henry 8. 
Ives & Co., said he entered Ives’s employ in 
February, 1886, and remained with him until 
the firm failed. He remembered that at the 
time there was an increase of the common stock 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
road, Ives went to hisdesk and wrote down that 
he had bought the unsubscribed 4,700 shares of 
new stock and told him to credit the road with 
the amount. Me never received from Ives any- 
thing for that stock, and never heard where it 
had gone to. 

Edward 8. Steinham, an employe of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., in charge of all securities handled 
by them, said that his firm loaned on June 22, 
1886, to Hilmers, McGowan & Co. the sum of 
£52,000 on collateral of 2,500 shares of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton liroad. The 
stock was sent to Seasongood & of Cincoin- 
nati to be transferred. The stock was sent back 
by that firm and was subsequently transferred. 

On cross-examination the witness said the cer- 
tificates were sent back to the firm by Season- 
gooa & Co. of Cincinnati. They were not re- 
ceived by the firm from Woodr 





MISER PHYFE’S WILL SUSTAINED. 

Surrogate Ransom yesterday handed down 
a decision admitting to probate the will of Ed- 
ward D. Phyfe, who died in 1888, after spend- 
ing the last years of his life in hoarding money. 
His hoardings would have amounted to more 
but for the fact that in 1871, when fifty-eight 
years old, he met a young woman of about 
twenty-seven, with whomjhe became infatuated. 
He married her and settled on hera great deal 
of valuable real estate. She was to allow him 
an annuity of $1,500 a year. 

By Phyfe’s will, his nephew, Duncan Phyfe, 
received all his money, about $9,000, and the 
savings from the annuity. His son, Henry D. 
Phyte,a lad of seventeen, received nothing, 
and a contest of the miser's will was begun on 
his behalf. 6 testimony showed that he had 
not visited his father, and had apparently cared 
nothing about him. Surrogate som aed 
that the allegation of undtie influence on the 
part of the nephew was not-sustained.

A FORGERY DISOUVERED. 


SOMEBODY HAS BEEN ISSUING OLD BONDS 
LONG AGO RETIRED. 


A man who didn’t give his name appeared in 
the office of one of Wall-street’s trust compa- 
nies yesterday and asked to have transferred a 
bond for $1,000, ostensibly issued by the Wheel- 
ing and Cincinnati Mineral Railroad in 1882, 
The trust company’s officers were somewhat as- 


tonished; though registrars for the mortgage 
issue, of which this bond was ostensibly a& part, 
they had supposed that no more of the issue was 
outstanding, the entire bond debt having been 
some time ago extinguished. ‘ ne 

But this astonishment No. 1 was pot 80 great 
as astonishment No, 2. For it was quiczly dis- 
covered that all the signatures upon the bond 
were in the same handwriting, which, of course, 
meant forgery. 

When the man who offered the bond for trans- 
fer heard this he disappeared quickly. He had 
“bought it cheap,” he said, but he wasn’t in- 
clined to leave name as a claimant for the 
certificate. 

The Stock Exchange, to whose attention the 
matter was called yesterday, gave notice of the 
forgery. It is suspected that the forgery has 
been carried on more largely than the one bond 
offerea for transfer indicates, 





ARE PIER SHEDS LAWFUL? 
Last year the New-York and New-England 
Railroad Company built ashed over its pier, 
46 East River. Suit was begun by State Attor- 
ney General Tabor to compel the removal of 


this structure, and last Winter the company 
secured the passage by the Legislature of a 
general law empowering the holders of piers to 
erect such sheds. Then Hoadly, Lauterbach, 
&-° Johnson, attorneys for the company, ap- 
plied to Attorney General Tabor to discon- 
tinue his suit against their clients. In an 
opinion rendered yesterday the Attorney Geu- 
eral refuses to order the discontinuance. He 
says the law seems to be in strictly regular 
form, and appears to cover this particular case, 
but he prefers to have the issue come into 
courtin order to give him an opportunity to 
bring up and secure a decision on certain gen- 
eral ) mage pd as tothe constitutionality of ng 
ractice of building sheds over piers. This 
eaves the case exactly where it was, and the 
action will be brought to trial. 





“SILVER-DOLLAR” SMITH’S TRIAL. 

Assistant District Attorney Jerome made a 
motion before Judge Cowing in Part II. or the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday to fix a 
day for the trial of Assemblyman Charles (‘ Sil- 
ver-Dollar’) Smith on the indictment found 
against him for bribing voters at the last elec- 
tion..

BRIDGE 


THERE IS A PUBLIC DEMAND FOR MORE 
ENTRANCE AND £XIT ROOM. 


The crossexamination of Superintendent 
Martin yesterday in the reference case of the 
Brooklyn Bridge Trustees against persons who 
own property on Park-row near the bridge, 
which they want to acquire, was not very im- 
portant in result. Mr. Busne, counsel for the 
lessee of the property 73 Park-row, conducted 
the examination, which was held 1n the office of 
the referee, Mr. Emmet R. Olcott, 35 Broadway. 

Mr. Martin said that the advantages to be de- 
rived from the proposed stairway from the 


bridge platform into North William-street con- 
sisted in the fact that such an entrance to the 
bridge would enable passengers to avoid the 
ever-present crowd in Park-row. Mr. Bushe 
then asked him many questions relative to the 
existing passenger and vehicle facilities. The 
witness. admitted that were it not for the ob- 
structions in Park-row—in other words, the 
crowd—the bridge itself would rarely be crowd- 
ed. If it were not for the Park-row obstructions 
he thought thav the present roadways would be 
sufficient for the needs of the bridge. 

Even with the addition of the proposed Will- 
jam-street stairway Mr. Martin thought that 
the present entrance for passengers on Park- 
row would be necessary, and he did not know 
of any way in which the passenger facilities 
could be increased except with the acquisition 
of more land about the entrances. The annual 
increase in the number of passengers who 
crossed the bridge was about 10 per cent., and 
many requests have beep Made to increase the 
passenger entrances. It haa been asked that 
entrances be made at every street between Park- 
row and the Hast River.

TRYING 10 FIND A PLAOH FOR 

1HE GREAT HAIR. 

THE ADVANTAGES OF INWOOD AND 
CLAREMONT POINTED OUT YESTER- 
DAY—ANOTHER TOUR TO-DAY.. 


The beginning of the end in regard to the 
selection of a site for the World’s Fair was 
ushered in yesterday when the Committee on 
Site started. out to visit the places that have 
been most ardently champloned, It was in- 
tended and hoped that the entire committee 
might go along, the purpose in relieving the 
Executive Committee of this task being to pre- 
vent anything that might look like star cham- 
ber proceedings, and by the widest and most 
open inquiry. to shed full daylignt upon this 
im portant matter. 

Although it was supposed that arrangements 
were complete for everybody to be at the Lin- 
coln National Bank yesterday morning, only 
about half the committee reported at the ap- 
pointed hour. Acting Chairman Roswell P. 
Flower, Cornelius N. Bliss, John Bogart, Secre- 
tary John Foord, Prof. C. F. Chandler, John H. 
Starin, Arthur Leary, John D. Crimmins, George 
Warner, Richard M. Hunt, J. I. C. Clarke, and 
Henry R. Towne were all of the twenty-seven 
that turned up, and when the party filed over 
to the train awaiting them at the Granda Central 
Station Mr. Starin staid behind. Civil Engineer 
H. 8. Kearney went along at the invitation of 
Mr. Flower, and Chief Engineer Croes of the 
Suburban Road was invited to explain the maps 


of the district to be visited across the Harlem. 
William Walter Webb, assistant to the Presi- 
dent, and Assistant General Superintendent 
Voorbis did the bonors for the railroad com- 
pany, who provided two Wagner cars, one well 
stocked with creature comiorts, avd a torce of 
attendants, to make the trip as pleasant as 
might be. 

The start was made promptly at 12 o’clock. 
It was an easy and leisurely journey to the 
upper part of the city, and by the time tbe train 
began to skirt the Harlem luncheon had been 
disposed of and the committee were ready to 
look at what there was to be seen. ‘The course’ 
was over the Hudson River and Hariem Kvads 
very nearly to King’s Bridge and then back to 
the High Bridge station, where the committee 
left the train and found carriages and a culm- 
mittee of the Washington Heights Taxpayers’ 
Association, under the lead of Lawson N. 
Fuller, awaiting them. Tho barouche of which 
Mr. Fuller had immediate charge and to waich 
the Chairman and Secretary of the Committee 
on Site were invited was drawn by a spirited 
tour-in-hand, who started off in fine style up to 
the road toward the new Washington Bridge, to 
the evident admiration of the inhabitants of 
that neighborhood, who had gathered In force at 
the railway station and along the roadside, and 
to the quite as evident delightof Mr. Fuller, 
who himself held the reins and in honor of the 
occasion drove hatless, 

It had been agreed before leaving the train 
that the inspection of the Inwood site should be 
completed within two hours. Mr. Fuller ana 
his friénds were quite positive that they could 
demonstrate to the visitors within that time 
that the ground which they favored was in 
every way pre;eminently adapted to the pur- 
poses of the Wofla’s Fair. The drive across the 
Washiugton Bridge gave the committee a fine 
view up and down the Hariem River and 
across to Inwood, and it also enabled them to 
get in advance a general idea of the advantages 
of the biuff at Fort George and the panorama 
rpread out to the eye at that point. The car- 
siaxes drove as near as possible to the biuif 
before their occupants dismounted. : 

Then all hands climbed the hill, and standing 
upon the edge of the bluff, with the Dykman 
meadows stretching out below to the north- 
ward, the heights of Inwood rising abruptly in 
the west, with the Hudson glistening through 
the guily that leads tothe Inwood station, and 
with the rolling land that forms Fordham 
Heights‘and that favored section leaaing off to 
the eastward in gentle undulations, they were 
able to see at aglance the many advantages 
which this site affords. Mr. Fuller undertook 
to make explanations to the committee, who 
plied him with all sorte of questions. He 
showed them how access to this site could be 
had by the Harlem and Northern Roads on 
one side of the Harlem River, by the Hudson 
River Road to Inwood, by the cable road up 
Tenth-avenue, by Sedgwick and Jerome avenues 
across the Harlem, by Edgecomb and 
St. Nicholas avenues, by the Boulevard 
and King’s Bridge road, and by the 
Ridge _rvad. He explained how the 
Elevated Read proposed to extend its lines up 
the Boulevard to King’s Bridge, making a loop 
around the foot of Fort George, if this site were 
to be selected, and through the gully at Inwood, 
he pointed to a water frout, where he said the 
depth ot the water was sufficient already to ac- 
commodate large vessels and where dock facil- 
ities could be provided that would enable 
various ferry companies and excursivn steam- 
ers, aS Well as vessels loaded with freight, to dis- 
charge their living and inanimate cargoes. 
Some of the committee made close inquiries in 
regard to the possibilities of drainage, and Mr. 
Fuller said that property owners had looked 
into this matter and were satisfied that this 
object could be very easily reached by means of a 
ditch or culvert extending from tidewater on the 
Harlem, through the three blocks of Inwood- 
avenue to the Hadson, thus insuring a thorough 
cleansing of the drains with every tide. 

When the committee had examinea the land 
from this elevation they took their carriages 
again and were. driven down through the Boule- 
vard to the Jnvenile Asylum at One Hun- 
dred ane et, TRA treet, and then west- 
ward t the ing’s Budge road. This drive 
enabled them to ride along the western 
boundary of the proposed site. At Inwood- 
avenue tlie Gorriages turned down toward 
the river to enable the committee to inspert the 
facilities for landing passengers who might 
come by water. Resuming the trip down the 
King’s Bridge road the committee saw the cut 
which is to be made into the new Harlem Canal, 
and the carriages were hauled up at Ber- 
nard’s Road House for an exchange of the 
felicities of- the occasion. These proceedingss 
were brought to a close by an improvised 
meeting, at which, @ yote of thanks having been 

roposed to Mr. Fuller and his friends, Mr. 
Plow et: as Chairman of the committee, re- 
marke@ that he had been drawn through many 
perilous passes and down into many precipitous 
gorges, but never before had he seen sucha 
masterly whip as Mr. Fuller. Mr. Fuller’s face 
wore its most expansive smile as the company 
assembled pledged his health upon this sen- 
timent. Precisely two hours from the time 
that the train had been left at High Bridge the 
members of the committee were landed at the 
King’s Bridge station, where their special train 
was ready fur them, : 

Then began the second stages of the journey. 
The train went to Morrisania, where carriages 
were again in waiting to take the committee up 
to Claremont Park. The drive led past Fleet- 
wood Park and across several fleids. After in- 
specting Claremont Park in the vicinity of the 
Zborowski mansion the drive was resumed 
across the fields again southward toward Cedar 
Park. There is considerable land intervening 
between Claremont and Cedar Parks, and it 
was intended that the committee should have 
opportunity to examine this site in its entirety. 
the heavy rainstorm which came up during the 
arive shut out whatever view might otherwise 
have been obtained, the committee being more 
anxious to save themselves a drenching than to 
examine fair sites, however desirable, at that 
particular time. The bluff at Cedar Park was 
at last reached, and there Chief Engineer Croes 
unrolled a map and explained to the committee 
the situation of the various properties within 
easy distance of the point of outlook on which 
they stood. : 

Spread out delow and in front were the flat 
lanas owned by the Astors and by the Morris 
estate, aeross the river were the untenanted 
lands of the Lynch estate, Cedar Park was at 
hand, Fleetwood Park to the north, and Olare- 
mont Park still further northward. This tract, 
as shown by the map, comprised about 420 
acres. Leaving out Claremont Park and the 
vacant land south of it, there were 250 acres 
right at hand, of which 75 acres were shown on 
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| the flat lands along the river front. Mr. Croes 
showed the éo: ; how this spot could be 
reached from ali directions, and he said that as 
goon as the’ Suburban. Road coulda buila its 
branch to that as is pow contemplated, 
it would be to dispatch 125 trains 
an hour ia various directions during 
the bourse of maximum travel. This dis- 
‘patch of people by trains of coursé took no ac- 
count of the three lines of horse cars along 
Third, Fourth, and Eighth avenues, or of the 
‘means of water communication to Port Morris 
or up the Harlem. There is already a railroad 
Trunn %: from Port Morria to Fleetwood, on 
which trains cover that distance in four min- 
utes. Facilities over this road conld be enlarged 
almost indefinitely if there were any need of it, 
thus providing ample transit to the fair grounds 
for people reaching Port Morris by steamers 
from the city or up the Sound. 

Members of the committee were very ¢gareful 
not to express themselves in regard to the sites 
which they visited. They all agreed that the 
view from the bluff at Fort George was magnifi- 
cent and that if everything else at that site was 
equally gyod there could be no question that it 
would be chosen for the fair. r. Flower said 
he had no doubt that the choice of this, site 
would increase assessed valuations on Manhat- 
tan Island $100,000,000 within five years. An 
opinion by Engineer Kearney that the land 
could not be put ins proper condition for the 
fair in less than two years or at an expense of 
less than $2,000,000 apparently had its effect 
upon members of the committee, espectally as 
Mr. Kearney felt at liberty to point out some of 
the difficulties ot laying gas and water mains 
throughout the territory.. ; 

At 10 o’clock this morning a committee will 
meet at the Plaza, at Fifty-ninth-street and 
Fitth-avenue, where carriages will be waiting 
to take them through the Park, in order that 
they may inspect the upper portion of the 
Park as well as Morningside Park and the 
lands contiguous thereto. They will then pro- 
ceed to Mott Haven, and will drive to Port 
Morris, and possibly beyond. Mr, Stari has 
agreed to sead a steamer to bring them home 
from Port Morris in the afternoon. On Fri- 
day, unless meanwhile they should change their 
minds, they will meet in the Governor’s Room 
at the City Hall and will try to reach a conclu- 
sion in regard to the site.

THE MAYOR’S MAIL. 
Samples of the feeling in the West against 
New-York having the International Fair drifted 
into Mayor Grant’s muil yesterday. These 


came in response to the Mayor’s invitations to 
Congressmen, Governors of States, and Mayors 
to join with him in favor of New-York. The 
most conspicuous is signed John Ludwig, 
5 aa of Winona, Minn.. who expresses himself 
thus: 

* Your invitation duly received. While I sincerely 
appreciate the courtesy intended, yet, in obedience 
to the almost universal sentiment of our citizens, I 
feel constrained in their behalf to deciine your re- 
quest. The objectious are, that the location should 
be nearer the ceutre of population; that foreign 
Visitors should find it necessary to visit the interior 
of our country and View the magnificent agricuit- 
ural domain which finds its harbours at the western 
boundaries of the Great Lakes. 

“ By this means the true secret of American pros- 
perity will be disclosed to foreign eyes and emigra- 
tion from,the educated and better classes of for- 
eiguers promoted. 

“It is also but fair to thecitizens ofour own 
country that the 1ocation should be central and con- 
venient of access from every direction, and I trast 
you will pardon me for beijieving that many visitors 
thereto trom the cities ot the Atlantic coast would 
return to their homes With a broadened conception 
of the greatness and opulence of their native land. 

* For the above reasons we feel that the great city 
of New-York, if it shall succeed in securing for 
itself the ap pei will have done an injustice to 
the people of the United States and by its seifish- 
ness deprived our country of material and lasting 
advantages and benetits,” 

The bulk of the answers were favorable. C. 
R. Parsons, Mayor of Rochester, writes: 

“T shall be in New-York in a few days, and will 
call and see you relative to the subject matter of 
your letter. I shali be pleased to co-operate with 
you.” 

Robert De Forest, Mayor of Bridgeport, makes 
the first selection of a representative, and says: 

“I beg leave to thank you for the invitation, and 
to asssure you of our cordial co-operation in the 
work suggested.

A FRUIT STEAMER STRIKES A BA 
. NEAR POINT LOOKOUT. 


The steamer Vertumnus, Capt. Thompson, 
from Jamaica with a cargo of fruit, went ashore 
on & newly-formed sand bar opposite Point 
Lookout Livé-Saving Station, near Long Beach, 
L. L., about 8 o’clock on Monday night. Shelies 
head on toward the beach and is nard aground, 
and it will be-diffioult to get her off. The vessel 
with her cargo is assigned to ber owners, G. 
Wessels & Co., of 69 Front-street. 

Besides her officers and crew of twenty-threa 
men she had on board as passengers Mr. Shel- 
don, the ag. ut of G. Wessels & Co. at Kingston, 
Jamaica; his wife, and two children, aged, 
respectively, three and tive years. The passen- 
gera and crew were rescued by the life-saving 
men, and Mr. Sheldon and his family were 
cared forty Mr. and Mrs. Henry T. Chapman, 
Jr., of 340 Clinton-avenue, Brooklyn, who have 
acottage at Point Lookout. The crew found 
entertainment elsewhere, 

Early yesterday morning the owners of the 
vessel were notified of her conditions and 
Charles T. Wessels at once left for Point Look- 
out by @ special train on the Long Island Rail- 
road. His brotber, Henry E. Wessels, followed 
with the tugs Luckenbach and Dalzeil at noon,

Nothing bad been heard from them last night, 
but Mr. G. Wessels said they would not notify 
him until they had done something toward zet- 
ting the ship afloat, and they couid do nothing 
before high tide at miduigat. He says he fears 
no disaster to the vessel unless the storm now 
raging in the Gulf of Mexico should reac': her 
before she is hauled off the bar. 

The Vertumnus is an iron screw steimer 
of 249 net and 518 gross tounage. Se is 
200.1 feet long, 26.2 feet beam, and 12.33 fest 
depth of hoid. Sbe was built in 1873 at Ren- 
trew, Scotland, and formerly belonged to J. E. 
C. Kerr. She has three water-tight bulkheads 
and compound condensing engines of 150 horse 
power. Sheis considered the fastest vessel in 
the fruit trade, with the exception of the Ata- 
lanta, which has beaten her by about ten hourg 
from Montego Bay, but with much less carga 
and a greater consumption of coal. 

Aboutone year ago the Vertumnus was dis- 
abled at sea, her tailpost and screw being car- 
Tied away. She was then towed into Charles- 
ton by a steamer from New-Orleans, and 
$25,000 salvage was claimed, but only $2,000 
was awarded. The vessel is valued at $75,000 
and her cargo at $15,000,
